Majeſties Guards went to his Houſe to vifit 
him.

Antony Perez, ſolemnly engag d to Don Roderick 
Manuel in the niceſt Form, that no Harm ſhould 
come to Matthew Vaſqueæ by him, his Kindred, 
or Friends.

an End to that Buſineſs. But it being an Af 


fair that had no Beginning, there or elſewhere, 
it could not conclude in that or any other End. 
Antony Perez continu'd a Priſoner under a Guard, 
in his own Houſe Six or Eight Months, When 
that time was expir'd the Guard was taken off, 
and he had Liberty allow'd him to go abraad 
to Maſs, and to Walk, and to receive Viſits, but 
he not to viſit any Body. A Condition which, 
as unuſual, all Men made Reflections on. The 
King went away for Portugal. Antony | Peres 
was left at Madrid in his Houſe, under that 
Sort of Confinement, and no Innovation was 
made in his Employment. All Buſineſs ran 

through the Hands of his under Secretaries, in 
ſo much, that ſome of them went with the King, 

and ſome of them remain'd in Madrid to receive 
all Orders, and ſhow them to the Counſellors ot 
State left there, and then ſend them back to the

| King, Thus Antony Perez continu'd till the 


End of the Year 1585, the Office being kept in 
his Houſe, and at his Expence. Perceiving be 
was thus forſaken, and as it were enchanted, he 


refolv'd to fend ſome Friends to the King, who 
being put off from time to time, he ſent F. Ren- 
gien Reverend Religious Man to know what

Before 
ſhe got to Lisbon, the King order'd the Alcalde 
Texts to-go and Arreſt ng. He ſeiz'd her ger 
twꝛixt Löbon and Aldea'Gallepa, on the Sea, or 


River, with a great Noiſe and Diſturbance, and 


| abundance of Boats and people that flock d to 
ſee it. She was taken on the Sea, being Ei 
Monchs gone with Child. She Miſcarry'd there 
on the Sea with the Hubub and Fright of that 
- Severity. The Al alde carry'd her back to Al- 
dea Gallega, and left her in a Lodging. There 
be examin'd her very formally, what ſhe went 
about, whether by fler Huſband's Order, what 
Inftrutions ſhe had and the like. Theſe indeed 
| Were heavy Charges before God and Man; had 
they not been repreſented as ſuch by the Malice 
of Enemies to the Prince.

Things being in this Poſture, the Inventors 
and Adviſers of the firſt Arreſt and Antony Pe- 
reg's Enemies, being once engag'd and dreading 
the Evil Conſequences of the Injury offer'd to 
ſuch a Perſon as the Princeſs for her great Qua- 
lity and Condition, and to.

To this purpoſe they invented the Inqueſt againſt 
him and other Secretaries, whom perhaps they 
would never have thought of, had it not been 
to ſhroud. their Malice againſt Antony Perez, un- 
der the Number of others. This fort of Tryal 
is us d in the Court of Spain, and ſome of its 
Kingdoms; and is a Judicature kept open for 
private Information during a Year or Years a- 
gainſt the Perſon they defign to Diſgrace. A 
. Tryal in which they give no Copy of the Pro- 
. ceedings, nor produce Witneſſes, but only the 
Accuſations in general, and God help every Man 
for making his Defence. A Tryal at which for 
.the moſt part they only examine Enemies, and 
the more they are ſq the better. Antony Perez 
Was inform'd by a Witneſs ſummon'd in to be ex- 
©. -amin'd to ſome Points, that they would not write 
don his Depoſition, becauſe be urg'd not any 
Matter of Moment againſt him, tho' ſundry 
Means had been us'd to prevail upon him fo to do, 
"Theſe Things ſure never came to that Kings Ears, 
or if he heard them, could he chooſe but be con- 
gern'd and offended at ſuch judicial Proceedings, 
and to ſee the natural Rules of Juſtice ſo openly | 
Inverted, tho? it were but only for his own Con- 
veniency; becauſe it is a ſaying, That Kingdoms | 
laſt no longer than Juſtice continues in them. | 
The Accuſations in the Inqueſt were rather an | + 
» dee 
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Honour to Antony Perez, than any Reflections on 
him or his Services, but an Affront to the Princeſs, 
for this was the Aim, as it was to attack them 
both, and diſcover their own Malice, as the ſaid 
Allegations made out. Moſt of them conſiſted 
in Gifts from Don Fohn of Auſtria, the Catholick 
Kings (Baſtard) Brother, from the Princeſs of 
Ehoh, from the Cardinal of Toledo and other. Per- 
ſons-· of Quality. I will not ſpeak particularly 
to all theſe Accuſations, but to the firſt and the 
two laſt. To the firſt, that by it, what the others 
are may the better appear, and of the two laſt to 
ſhow what an Age it is when Merits are urg'd as 
Offences. The firſt Thing laid to the Charge of 
Antony Perez was, that he had receiv'd 1000 
Crowns from the great D. of Tuſcany, Francis de 
Medicis;as due for the Inveſtiture of Siena. It is true 
he receiv'd them, but it was for Fees due for that 
Diſpatch, and ſo due, that whereas there had 
been but one Inveſtiture given, when the Catho- 
lick King beſtow'd the State of Siena in Fief on 
the great Duke of Florence, Coſmo di Medicis, it 
was put to the Vote in the Council of State, whe- 
ther the ſame Fees ſhould be taken for the Second _ 
Inveſtiture of his Son Francs, and it was carry'd 1 
in the Affirmative. Of which, to ſhow the Up- | 
rightneſs of human Judgments, the Catholick 
King had 5000 for the Great Seal. This appear'd 
upon Record in the Books of the Kings Privy © 
Purſe, and that they were receiv'd for him and 
by his Order by Sehaftian de Santoyo, Deputy 
Privy Purſe, and who kept the Book of the Re- 
cept and Expence; as alſo in the Books of 
1 | Antony 
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Antony Spinola, that he pay'd them for Auto 
Perg. This is Matter 0 Pad. as it is 8 
deliver d in a Certificate of it under the Hand of 
Sebaſtian de Santoyo. So that the King inſtead of 
+5000 which were his due, pocketed up 15000, 
whereof the 10000 ſo dearly brought as with the 
Shame of the Accuſation and Judgment of the 
Ingueſt. Nay more there was found a Note un- 
der the King's Hand to the Duke of Francavilla, 
Prince of Melito, Preſident of the Council of 


- Italy, and Counſellor of State, which made out 


what is here ſaid. - Donna Foanna Coello ſent 
this Note to the King by D. Chriſtopher de Mo- 
ra, after Judgment paſt by the Inqueſt, to ſhow 
how much Juſtice was done her Huſband, and 
how much he was oblig'd to him, for obeying 
his Confeſſors Commands and Order, that he 
ſhould not produce any thing under the King's 
Hand in his Juſtification. The King retutn'd 
Donna Joanna the Note by the ſaid D. Chriſto- 
pher, for her to ſhow it to the Confeſſor. She 
did ſo, rather in Obedience to the King, than 
for any Redreſs ſhe expected, for this could not 
retrieve ſo many Loſſes, nor ſhe expect any Sa- 
tisfaction from him who had a Hand in the 
greateſt Miſchief. She carry'd it to the Con- 
feitor, who would have her leave it, for him 
to view at Leiſure; but it ſo diſorder'd him, 
that he kept it, and afterwards utterly deny'd it. 
Beſides, all that has been here ſaid, as God of- 
ten permits for the Confuſion of ſuch unjuſt 
Judgments, it hap'ned that Francis de Medlicis, 
Great Duke of Tuſcany dying, his Brother Fer-

"tf Nevertheleſs he then anſwer'd to them in gene- 

i- ral Terms, and ſome Inſtances of great Secrets 
ef and Miſteries thoſe Charges touch'd upon, 
1- which he then had in his Power to diſcharge 
m himſelf, faying, That he could not therefore 
n, come to particulars in his Defence. He ſent 
it. to acquaint the King, how prejudicial it was

, Matters. Beſides the Application Antony Perez 
made to his Catholick Majeſty on this Account, 
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ſible of the Fault that was committed in

he always regarded more than his own Danger; 
he did the fame with the King's Confeſſor, the 


better to put a Stop to the Inconveniency that 


threatned, and for his own Juſtification, what- 
ſoever ſhould happen, this being a Matter of ſuch 


Nicety, and in which the Viſitor had plung'd .

charge himſelf by Papers under the King's Hand, 
but Tuffer himſelf to be caſt defenceleſs, thus to 
rectify the Faults of others at his Expence, and 
he was order'd ſo to do, and his Wife Donna o- 
anna Coello was commanded to tell him ſo.

James de Chaves himſelf own'd it in his Depo- 
firions taken at the Requeſt of Antony Perez in 
the Court of Aragon. So that, tho' there were 

not ſo many other Reaſons to conclude that An- 
tony Peres was wrong'd in that Tryal, this 
laſt is ſufficient, that he was forbid making his 
Defence; and he who is not allow'd to vindi- 
cate himſelf is ſuppos'd Innocent. Baron Ke 
veniler the Emperor's Embaſſador in the Court 
of Spain is a Witneſs of the Endeavours us'd 
by Antony Perez to prevent coming to the Diſ- 
covery of ſuch Secrets.

ed the firſt Time, on the River of Liſbon. Per- 
haps that is the preciſe Time of arreſting in this 
Age. But to ſay no more of this, it might be 
ſome Excuſe and even Meritorious, that Antovy 
Perez had eſcap'd, to the general good liking 
and ſatisfiction, as is well known. And in this 
particular, Iwill not mention the extraordinary 
Tokens of Joy that appear'd in Perſons of the 
higheſt Rank; leſt perhaps they be accus'd for 
ſhedding Tears of Joy, as others mention'd by 
Tacitus were for thoſe of Sorrow. However, I 
will tell what hapned with a Mad-man the King 
had, call'd Unkle Aartin, a real Mad- man, and 
as ſuch carry'd from Zaragoge to divert the Ca- 
tholick King. An ancient Cuſtome of Princes, 
for the intent above-mention'd, or to the End 
that if Men in their Wits will not tell them 
the Truth, at leaſt the Mad-men may tell it 
them, for their Information and to the Confu- 
ſion of others. This Mad-man obſerving what 
a general rejoycing there was among all Men for 
Antony Perez's Eſcape, went to the King that

No I am of Opinion, that, 
beſides that wretched Satisfaction which Dogs 
take in biting the Stone, when they cannot come 
at him, they aim at, they doubtleſs dread that 
natural Courage they have diſcover'd in Donna 
oanna, ever ſince ſhe us'd to talk to, and con- 
found them about the Wrong done to her Huſ- 
band; and no leſs that ſprightly Spirit and ex- 
cellent Diſpoſition of Donna Gregoris, the El- 
deſt Daughter of thoſe Parents; which is ſuch, 
that if it may be ſo expreſs'd it even exceeds her 
Mother, and it may well be ſaid, for the Ho- 
nour done to the Child was never any leſſening 
of the Parent. For they fear'd leaſt they ſhould 
diſgrace, and excite the People againſt them, 
crying for Juſtice, which is the greateſt Offence 
in this Age; and leſt the Children ſhould have 
a Spirit like the Mother and the Siſter, to de- 
mand Juſtice for their Parents, for their Bre- 
thren, and for the Wrongs receiv'd; as if God,

Impriſonment out of Revenge, on Account of - 


what paſs'd betwixt the Mother and the Confeſ- 
ſor, and the Daughter and Roderick Vazquez, 
which are very remarkable Stories and worth 
knowing, tho' they draw me a while aſide, give 
Ear to them. The one is this, That after the 
{aid Lady had been Millions of Times with the 
King's Confeſſor to demand Juſtice, which was 
then no where to be expected but from the Spi- 
ritual Court, and after a Thouſand Times had 
been prefix d and elaps'd, as many Promiſes made 
and broken, and Solemn Ingagements not per- 
form'd, ſhe came one Day, which by what hap-

The Fryar for a while was 
amaz'd, beſides himſelf and pale as Death. Then 
he roſe up and cal Fd Donna Foanna's Servants 
aloud, ſaying, Gentlemen, Gentlemen, come hi- 
ther, call thePrioreſs and Donna Joanna's Sifters 
4 my Nieces to me. So ſaying he mov'd for- 
ward and all came together to the Grate of the 
Church.

Don- 
na Joanna, took him up ſhort, for there is no bet- 
ter Prompter than Anguiſh of Mind, and ſaid to 
him, Tes Sir, you can do more, not give bim 
Abſolution, if he does not perform that Moment, 
and go your way to your Cell, for you will be 
nearer” Heaven in it than where you are, You 
are the' Supreme Fudge in the Confeſſion Sear, 
the King is the Criminal and I the Perſon wrong'd,

The other Story is of the Daughter Donna 
Gregoria, with the Preſident Roderick Vazques, 
He having ſtill kept that Young Maiden in Hand 
with a Thouſand vain and deceitful Anſwers 
that Father and. Children ſhould be ſatisfied an 
their Buſineſs concluded immediately, the next 


Day, at Chriſtmas, and the Week after; and per- 


ceiving that theſe were only empty Words and 


his Actions ſpoke the Truth, and that he was 
going to plunge into the deep and overthrow Ju- 
ſtice, and to overwhelm Parent and Children and 
all they had; Donna Gregoria for the laſt Time, 
went to ſpeak to Roderick Vagqueæ, with all her 


Brothers and Siſters, an Unkle of her own and 


an Aunt of Antony Perez. She went in with 
all her Brothers and ſome others that bore her 
Company, and deſir'd him, to fit down, to bear 
and to take notice. Thoſe that could fate down, 


for the little Children leant againſt their Siſter, 


ſhe being made a Mother before ſhe was ſo, and 
they all Orphans, tho they had Father and Mo- 
ther living, yet Widowers, that they may claim 
God Almighty's Promiſes on all Accounts. Then 
ſhe ſpoke thus. Tour Lordſhip has promis'd me 
ſo and ſo, and this thing and the other, and this 
Day and to Morrow, as if that to Morrow were

That 
Preſident, the only Judge in this Cauſe, at Seven- 
| 9 Years of Age, well vers'd in the Gravity and 
edateneſs of the Art of Ambition, belonging to 
his Profeſſion, being then ſeated, not before Se- 
nators, or Lawgivers, nor before Grandees or 
Gray-hairs, or Perſons in high Poſt and Dignity, 
but before a Flock of innocent Children, ſtarted 
up in ſuch Diforder, Surpriſe and Confuſion, that 
he began to ſtep about the Room from Corner to 
Corner and round it, bowing his Body, and croſ- 
ſing his Arms, as he went to and from thoſe I 
have Nam'd and faid, to the Unkle and Aunt. 
Madam, Sir, bid Donna Gregoria hold her Peace 
and 3 no more, Theſe Words he often repeated. 
The Girl, for fince ſhe was ſo, and this is a 


Combat of a Child with an old Man, of one de- 
manding Juftice with a Judge, of one unlearn'd

with a learned Preſident, it would be a wrong 
to her Honour in this Duel, not to Name her 
Sex and Age, ſince God confounded all the Ma- 
gick of the Egyptian Enchanters with Gnats ; 
this Virgin Child taking Courage, as now en- 
gag d in Battel, for no School can inſtruct like 
that of Innocence, and a heavy Heart and the 
Spirit God gives in ſuch Times of Need, went 
on and ſaid. Sit down, my Lord; Compoſe your- 
ſelf; my Lord; hear, my Lord, diſpatch us, or 
drink up this innocent Blood, and make an End 
of us, and of ſnatching our wretched Souls from 
our Bodies, which being grown Old in Troubles 
before we are well born, are grown very Bur- 
denſome to us already. All this ſhe ſpoke fo 
emphatically, ſo feelingly, with ſuch natural 
Action, attended with Sighs and Tears of the 
Standers by and the Cries of the Children, that 
I declare, I cannot expreſs half the Circumſtances 
of that Paſſage ; for tho' I repeat almoſt the ſame 
Words Donna Gregoria deliver'd, and the Stand- 
ers by confirm'd, yet I cannot comenear the Life 
and Spirit, they receiv'd from her in that Diſtreſs. 
That Girls Senſe, Judgment and natural Elo- 
quence may very well be extoll'd, without be- 
ing guilty of any Exceſs, and may be ſaid to 
exceed, not only her Years, but even all human 
Art. Beſides, the Occafion and the Difmalneſs of 
that Paſſage and that miſerable Sight, may cafily 
be gueſs'd at, ſince what I write, tho' but a dead 
Repreſentation of the Life, cannot but move any 
Heart of Stone, that reads it, to Compaſſion.

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ſo much diſorders a Man as the Guilt of Conſci- 
- ence and the Confuſion that attends it; but con- 
tinu'd repeating the ſame Words and diſtracted 
Actions. Donna Gregoria perceiving he neither 
heard nor underſtood, was forc'd to take her leave 
and depart with her melancholy Company. Let 
whatever they may think, even where they are, 
the Priſoners that are moſt confin'd and loaded 
with Irons, have the Two moſt powerful Sol- 
licitors in Nature, Innocence and their Wrongs 
to plead for them; and the greateſt Orators are 
not able to affect the Ears, and move the Paſ- 
ſions as they do; for beſides all their other Ad- 
vantages, God has allow'd them one, which is 
that they both go together in the Demand of 
Juſtice, and be Witneſs and Counſel for one ano- 
ther, and may cloſe the Proceſs of thoſe he 
Judges in this World; as will happen in this 
Caſe, if Right be delay d by Man. Let not the 
Guilty confide in the Delay, for tho* it ſeems to 
come ſlow, it ſtill draws near the appointed 
Time, and the longer it is kept off, the more the 
Debt is enhanc'd by the Intereſt the dena 
Puniſhment brings hon with it. 1 
Antony Perez got into Aragon, with Diff. 
culty enough, as being very Weak, and diſabled 
the Rack, and by his other tedious and con- 
tinual Sufferings, which it is eaſy to judge, muſt 
have-conſum'd a Body that was neither Braſs nor 
Stone, He would not go away into forreign 
Countries, nor abſcond, but ſtay d at Calatayud, 
the firſt City i in Aragon. Leſs than Ten Hours 
after him, there came confuſe Orders and How: 
miles, 


65 
miſes, without any legal Ferm, to arreſt and 
detain him. Theſe were not to the Magiſtrates, 
but to a private Gentleman in the City. They 
earneſtly preſs'd to ſecure him alive or dead, be- 
fore he paſs'd the River Ebro. Antony Perez 
took into a Monaſtery of Dominicans. The 
Gentleman repair'd thither, told him he was a 
Priſoner, and appointed him a Cell to be confin'd- 
to. So irregular were all their Proceedings, that 
a private Man took upon him to play the Judge, 
without ſhowing any Commiſſion for it, and that 
a Church, which has the greateſt Priviledges of 
any in that Kingdom, ſhould be made a Prifon. 
The whole City was in a Commotion in Favour 
of Antony Peres, and amaz d to ſee Juſtice run 
down and confounded, and at the Threats made 
him in the King's Name, if he went away, or 
paſs'd the River Ebro, All Men admir'd at the 
Myſtery of paſſing or not paſſing Ebro, As ſoon 
as Antony Perez came to Calatayud, he ſent the 
King a Letter, which I do not inſert here, be- 
cauſe it is in the Memorial, it was all in his ewn 
Vindication, and to expreſs how much he had 
always deſir'd and endeavour'd that ſuch Truſts: - 
and Secrets ſhould not be brought into open 
Court. All this avail'd no more than what had 
been done before. On the contrary he was or- 
der'd to be arreſted, and the King's Orders to 
that Effect ſent away with much Expedition. 
The Crime laid to his Charge was the Death of 
Eſcovedo. But in the King's Name and at his 
Sute and adding the Accuſation, that Anivny Pe- 
72% had declar'd he had been kill'd by the Kings 
| Command, 


Command, whereas he had not commanded ,it ; 
this becauſe after the Party , had compounded he 
could not be brought to Tryal, for the Death 
only, according to the Laws and Priviledges of 
Aragon, where the King cannot Proſecute but as 
a Party, He was taken out of the Monaſtery, 
which gave great Scandal and endanger'd raiſing 
the whole City, for all Degrees of People were 
in Arms, even to the Prieſts and Scholars, many 
of them with Piſtols under their Caſſocks, and 
had Antony Perez.conſented that they ſhould ſtand 
it out upon the Priviledges of the Monaſtery and 
with Force of Arms, they had not taken him out, 
He would not, but rather defir'd them all to be 
quiet and ſuffer him to be taken out, and carry'd 
away Priſoner, provided Proof might be made 
of the Breach of Priviledge, and of his Right to 
it, that he might make his Advantage of it in 
due Courſe of Law; for tho' he had ſuffer'd fo 
much in Caftile on the ſame Account, yet-he re- 
ſolv'd to give further Teſtimony of his Inclina- 
tion and the Confidence he repos'd in his Inno- 
cence,” and in his King's Juſtice ; believing and 
hoping, that having chang'd the Air, as from 
an unwholſome Place, as alſo the Phyſitians, who 
had ſo far miſtaken the Cure of that Diſtemper, 
it would meet with better Succeſs. But when 
the Air 1s once infected, it ſpreads and commu- 
nicates it ſelf to all the neighbouring and even 
remote Provinces. He was brought to Zaragoga 
with much Noiſe and great Guards, and a Con- 
_ tention ſtarted about Juriſdiction berwixt the Go- 
vernour and the Juſtice of Aragon. As ſoon as 
| | | Antony 
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Antony Peres was in Priſon, he again writ to the 
King, deſiring his Majeſty to take Notice of the 
Obſtinacy of his Miniſters in perſiſting in the 
Wrong, and to permit him to be brought to'the 
Neceſſity of diſcharging himſelf, by diſcovering 
ſuch Secrets as his Majeſty was conſcious of. 
Beſides, he ſent to him one of the moſt conſider- 
able religious Men in Aragon, having firſt made 
him an Eye Witneſs of the true Vouchers he had 
under the King's Hand, to all particulars laid to 
his Charge and other Affairs. The King heard 
him Two or Three Times thoroughly, and had 
convincing Proofs of what was urg'd in his 
Hands, and even ſome Papers under his own 
| Hand to convince him of the Truth of it; and 
as the religious Man afterwards ſaid, the King 
ſeem'd pleas'd with the Service done him in gi- 
ving that Advice. But, when the religious Man 
repair d to the Confeſſor upon the ſame Commiſ- 
ſion, it was not ſo well receiv'd. Either he be- 
liev'd there was nothing in it, and that there 
were no Vouchers, as relying on the Papers he 
got from the Wife, for nothing could ſtop the 
Proceſs begun; or elſe it was the Will of God 
that at length the Truth ſhould be unravell d, 
which human Malice endeavour'd to conceal with 
ſo much Art and ſuch Wrong to the Innocent. 
And even 1n this particular they made uſe of 
Artifice, giving him no Anſwer, in hopes the 
Time the Law allows would elapſe; for in the 
Kingdom of Aragon they are more preciſe than 
in others, and when the Hour is paſt a Man has 

no Redreſs upon Earth, Therefore Antony Pe- 
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re in Purſuance of the Law of God and Nature, 
and in Defence of his Honour, Wife and Children, 
was oblig'd to make uſe of part of the Papers he 
them all, and he might make a new Defence, 
and by a new Charge upon his Prince with thoſe 
he has {till left him in his Banithment. His 
Defence was ſo authoris d that it all confifted of 
briginal Papers to him under the King's own 
Hand, and under his own to the King, with the 
Anſwers to them writ by the King himſelf ; 
Minutes of the King's and his own: Letters, no- 
ted in the Margent by the King; Letters from 
Don Fohn of Auſtria to Antony Perez 1, Letters 
for him from the Secretary Fobhn de Eſcovedo, 
ſome of them all of their own Hand-writing, 
others in Characters, deſcipher'd by the Clergy- 
man above-mention'd, cited by Antony Peres in 
his Depoſitions on the Rack; Letters from the 
_ Confeſtor F. James de Chaves; ſo much of every 
ſort and the Papers all of them ſo link'd together, 
and containing a Thouſand other Secrets, beſides 
the Matter then in Hand, that, without any 
. magnifying I believe there never was ſuch ano- 


, 


| ther Procels, nor ſuch a Defence ſince the Cre- 


ation. In ſhort, there remain'd nothing mate- 
rial for Witneſſes to make out, but the proving 
of the Hands. Nay, there was one ſingular 
Circumſtance more in this Defence, that he 
{carce preſented any Paper, but what was noted 
in the Margin, and mark'd under the King's own 
Fand, from the very Time the Letters were de- 
Jiverd and the Things hapned; which is 5 
KIN mo 
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moſt futhentick teſtimonial Papers are capable 
of, and Has aſtoniſh'd the World, but more par- 
ticulatly the ſuffering of ſuch à Cauſe and ſuch 
Materials to be thus expos'd. Beſides Antony 
Peres drew up an Information, or Memorial of 
the Matter of Fact to be deliver'd to the Judges, 
his Council giving him the Form to make it uſe- 
ful at his Tryal. For tho' the Papers themſelves 
very platnly prov'd the Defign and every Thing 
that Antony Peres was to prove, yet being all 
link'd together and interſpers d with other Af- 
fairs of a different Nature, as not being writ for 
Proceedings in Law, nor with any Thought of 
their being put to ſuch uſe, but as occaſion and 
great Affairs occurr'd, they thought it was ex- 
edient that one who was an Artiſt and vers'd 
in State Affairs of that Conſequence, ſhould com- 
ile the Subſtance and lay before the Judges the 
38 of Fact in that Cauſe, and explain to them 
the Connexion of ſo many Matters as thoſe Pa- 
pers contain'd. This Memorial was generally 
call'd Librillo, a little Book, for no other Reaſon 
but becauſe Antony Peres caus'd jit to be writ 
out and bound like a Book, for the aforeſaid End. 
There ſome part of the Origin of fo many Mon- 
ſters as human Malice and Imprudence fas pro- 
duc'd on Account of Eſcovedo's Death, will ap- 
pear.

| whole World, as might be apprehended from 
| Don Fobn of Auſtria's Intelligences, Therefore,

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will not forbear making fome Reflection on what 
I knew and has appear d. It is, that What was 
then fear d and caus d ſo great a Diſorder. becauſe 
of the Harm it might do at home, when manag'd 
by Dan Fobn of Auſtria, was aſterwards embrac'd 
to do Harm to others, and ſome new Miniſters 
laid hold of the Opportunity to ingage their King 
in giving under-hand Supplies and publick Aſ- 
ſiſtance to foreign Nations, to carry on Deſigns 
impracticable by Art and Nature, with ſo great 
an Expence of Treaſure, of Men, and of Repu- 
tation ; the Undertaking being ſuch as requir'd a 
whole Age, and have empoveriſkh'd their own 
Kingdoms and Subjects, and given a great Jea- 
louſy and Provocation to other Princes, who tho 
they yeild to the Grandeur of the Crowns of 
France and Spain, yet they hate the Superiority 
of both, and would have them be kept in an 
equal Ballance, for the Preſervation of the reſt. 
But above all, this has been prejudicial and de- 
trimental to that King, becauſe the others being 
alarm'd and grown jealous, may, and according 
to the Rules of Self- preſervation, ought to join 
in League and Confederacy, to the great Danger, 
Loſs and Confuſion, - of that Crown ;. to the 
-Diſhonour of its Prince and even to his Shame, 
for he ſeldom receives Thanks for Favours grant- 
ed to People that have mutiny'd; and to the 
ſtirring up of the Subjects, being themſelves ſent 
to dye abroad and oppreſs d with Taxes to ſup- 
port and enrich a foreign Nation, which is no 
hereditary Ally, but rather a Competitor of its 
SGreatneſs.

Policy in a Prince's latter Days, who has an 
Heir under Age, when it is a moſt feceiv d Maxim 
to take off all Occaſions of Wars, to conclude 
Peace and enter into Alliances, as the beſt Bul- 
walk for their Dominions atid Succeſſors, under 
thoſe Circumſtances; to conclude Marriages at 
Home and Abroad, to Right the wrang'd Sub- 
jects, and even to caſe them of thoſe Burdens 
that are above their Strength and unreaſonable, 
to prevent, if Opportunity offers, their doing of 
it themſelves, with the hazard of greater Miſ- 
chiefs, of the publick Peace, and of their antient 
Poſſeſſion; to ſettle the Minds of all People in 
their Dominions; and the Government of. the 
Succeſſor, and to open the Sluices for the Water 
to keep in an eaſy Courſe, This I have heard 
antient and experienc'd Men ſay is wholeſome 
and beneficial Advice for an old Man to leave 
this World, or to continue in it, if Life. will 
permit, and for the ſecurity of his Kingdoms and 
leaving them ſafe to his Succeſſor, and Keie 
himſelf a glorious Name in 8 Poſterity. 
Inow return to my Relation, The King per- 


ceiving that Juſtice began to take Place in Favour 
of Antony Peres, he thought fit to be inſormd 
what would be the Canclufion of that Affair. 
Baptiſt the Judge of it was 
£- 
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rd to draw up a Breviate of the whole 
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ceedings. I have it from him that writ it. It 
was ſent to the King, with Advice that Antony 
Peres inuſt of neceſſity be acquitted. An excel- 
lent judicial way of Proceeding, for the Plain- 
tiff, for the King was ſo, to tamper with the 
Judges and enquire into the Event; Whoever 
ſees the Tryal will make the ſame Judgment, 
and many ' muſt have ſeen it, for abundance of 
Copies have been taken out and ſent to ſeveral 
Parts; for the Caſe being ſo ſingular, and of 
ſuch long depending, many Nations have had 
the Curioſity to look into it. The King under- 
ſtanding what was ſaid above, and perceiving 
that Antony Perez muſt of neceſſity be acquitted, 

it was next reſolv'd that the King ſhould let fall 
the Sute, by that hard Method, which has 
made ſo much Noiſe, vulgarly call'd the Sepa- 
ration. The Purport of it was thus. That the 
Ling defifted from that Sute, ſaving his Right, 
"of commenting it again, whereſoever be ſhould 
Think fit. But that he declar'd that Antony Pe- 
rez bad offended and done him more Diſſervice 
than ever Subject did to Prince; and tho there 
could he Vouc bers produc'd againſt thoſe which 
Antony Perez had preſented, it was not done, 
becauſe Perſons of Quality were concern d. This 
Declaration has aftoniſh'd'all Perſons; becauſe, 
in Aragon, as I ſhall ſhow hereafter, the King 
is but 4 Party, and there is a Court and Judge 
above him, in all his Sutes againſt Subjects. 
The Court is that of the Juſtice of Aragon, and 
the King owns it as ſuch, and ſo he own d it that 
Day, when his Sollicitors proſecuted Antony Pe- 
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12s, asthey thought fit; and He owns it às ſuclt 
in the manner and very Words of the Sepia, 
tion. I know nor whether they fign'd'that Pa- 
per, who contriv'd it; or what they: were thing 
king of, for it is full of Inconſiſtencies; for xe 
King, as a Party could make no ſuch Deer! 
tion, but only a bare Separation: Nor as Party* 
could he wrong his own Royal Authority, and 
yet they ſeem to do fo, who advis'd a King to 
come to Words with a Subject. Beſides that 
even as a King, tho' he looks upon himſelf as 
Sovereign Lord, yet according to the Laws of 
God and Man, with Reſpect to Princes be it {pos 
ken, he cannot make any ſuch Declaration; 
without full Proof and legal Judgment givem 
Beſides, if, as is mention'd in the Separation, he 
would not produce Vouchers in An{wer to thoſe' 
of Antony Peres in regard to third Perſons ; How? 
came that Zeal, that Conſideration, that Obſtas-. 
cle to vaniſh in a few Hours time; for but Five: 
Days after the Separation, Antony Perez was ques". 
ſtion'd again for the ſame Facts and after the 
lame manner, in the Court of the Inqueſt. Fur⸗ 
thermore, if Antony Perez, as has been ſaid, and 
is a known Truth, preſented no other Vouchers,” 
but Papers under his King's Hand, and not One; 
or Two, but Five Hundred and odd, and ſome: 
of them a whole Sheet or Two of Writing from 
the Subject to the King, and from the King: to tha 
Subject, how can it be pretended that Vouchers 
could be produc'd againſt thoſe of Antony Perez s? 
For there can be no Papers of greater Authority! 


than thoſe under a W Hand, * 
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ſeo grent a Chriſtian Prince would deny his Word 
and Hand. A mere Abſurdity and moſt hei- 
nous Offence againſt the Prince. This is enough 

to conſound any Man, and to oblige the Prince, 
Who is ſo-wrong'd and his Succeſſors (if the 
Predeceſſor has been ſo much impos'd on) to in- 
fli& a ſevere Puniſhment on thoſe Councellors that 
advis'd him to ſign ſuch a Separation. Beſides 
all this and all the other Particulars to be admir'd 
in this Caſe, if-there was any Truth in thoſe 
Crimes, why did not they puniſh and make an 
End of him in ſo many Years, but on the con- 
trary, ſometimes treated of an Accommodation, 
and at other times ſhew'd him fingular Favour, 
as bringing him ſeveral times back to Court, and 
allowing him there to be viſited, - as has been 
faid, by Grandees, Noblemen, Perſons in the 
greateſt Poſts, the King's Servants, and ſome of 
them very near to his Perſon, all with the King's 
| Knowledge and Conſent; and to be conſulted du. 
ring his Confinement, and aſk'd Queſtions con- 
cerning the greateſt State Affairs, and ſuch like 
Favours, all of them proceedtng from the King's 
Grace and Inclination. Certainly this is the 
oreateſt Contradiction that ever appear'd in any 
Cauſe. In ſhort, it ſeem'd contrary to all hu- 
man Reaſon, that Antony Perez could be guilty 

of what the Act of Separation ſuggeſts, before 

his Impriſonment, nor can the original Papers, 

him preſented, as has been ſaid, in his Vin- 

| gication, prove any ſuch Matters; nor thoſe he 

| Mill has, which are ſtill more intimate and con- 
tt, iin very great perſonal Truſts and Promiſes: of 


Favours; 
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Fours; but they rather prove the contrary, and 
char he was in high Eſteerm, or at leaft deſerwd 
it. Then during his Impriſonment hę could 
not commit any ſuch Crimes; unleſs his Do- 
fence; when reduc'd to the laſt Extremity, was 
a Crime and Offence, for that it caus d ſo much 
Shame and Confuſion; and this muſt be it, fince_ 
that unaccountable Separation follow d the De- 
fence. However, it was not Antony Perez that 
gave this Offence, © becauſe he eleard himſelf 
when Neceſſity compell'd, and after ſo many 
Years, and fach Proofs of his Fidelity, and Seere- 
cy; after the aforefaid Precautions given, and 
warn'dby what was paſt, and the Continuanee 
of his Perſecutions, and of the Malice of his Ene. 
mies, and Jeſt he ſhould be ſerv'd as Piſo was, 
Of whom Tacitus, in the Life of Tiberius, writes, 
that he was put to Death for want of clearing 
himſelf with his Prince's Orders he had by him, 
and by truſting to the Promiſes of Sejanus, for. 
I believe there are Sejanus in all Ages, and 
e God grant there be not ſuch Princes. For Ho- 
's I nourinever ſuffers, when the Prince's Anger ap- 
e pears bare- fac'd, and Hiſtory declares the Truth 
y future Ages, and thoſe prefent ſo palpably dif- 
- cover it. The Offence, in right Reaſon, was 
y I given to the King, by the Inventors of that 
e Contrivance and Machination, and by thoſe who 
s, ¶ gave the King ſuch Advice, and manag'd an Af- 
„fair of that Nature ſo indiſcreetly. Antom

This 
Foc. ſo far, that the Advocate Micer Garces, a great 
Hiniſter to the King of Aragon, was ſecretly pro- 
ceeded againſt by the Viceroy of Aragon, and then 
ſent for, and he thinking he was ſummon d to ſome 
Eouncel, or Debate, as ſoon as he came into the 
HN Apartment, was ſtrangled, and within 
alf. an Hour after carry'd a- croſs a Merle in his Silk 
Gown, before bis own. Door and his Wife's Eyes, 
But the King of Aragon has not this abſolute Power 
over any © but his Aragonian Servants and Officers, 
who are in Aragimmnm Employments, as lie is King 
of Aragon, particularly in the Affairs of that King 
dom. Nay, by the Laws of God and Nature no 
Temporal Prince on Earth has any ſuch Power, nor 
could the Aragonians give ſuch a Power. What they 
did was only excepting the ſaid Perſons from their 
peculiar Immunities, and leaving all Perſons at their 
own Peril to ſerve the King. So that the Deſign of 
the Separation was to remove Antony Perez, to any Ar- 
bĩtrary Court, becauſe that of the Juſtice of Aragon is 
the Supreme, and can as well condemn the Prince as 
the Subject; and this Court accountable. to that 
of the Seventeen and to Lex Talianu, as ſhall appear 
hereafter.

who were in the ſame Priſon, and did not ſo much as 
know Antony Perez, by Sight. They offer'd them a 
Pardon, their Liyes and Liberty, and daily fed them 
with Mony; and all, that they might. ſwear ſome- 
thing againſt Antony Perez, for which he might be 
remoy'd to the Inquiſition. Among thoſe here men- 
jon d they ſubarn'd one Jobn Lus de Luna, Son to 

ficer Fehn Lu de Lune, and one Navarro of Cellars 
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and a-gilt Leather maker of St! Giles's in Zorapoce, 
who then hapned to lie in the Priſon of the Manife- 
ation. What thefe* Witneſſes forg'd, was the ſame 
chat was added at the Tryal by Inqueft above-men- 
tion'd, viz.

having taken their Information, condemn'd to Six 
Years Baniſhment at Oran, and to loſe his Employ». 
ment, and both he and his Children to be incapable 
of it, which is, puniſhing a Man for doing Juſtice. - 
Beſides, what has been here ſaid, the Kingdom took 
a very formal Information of all I have related, and 
other Particulars of Contrivances and Subornationy 
againſt Antony Perez. This Information the King- 
dom ſent up to the King, and to the Cardinal of Te- 
l:ds Inquiſitor General, to juſtify itſelf and all thoſe 
that were concern'd, and had a in reſcuing An- 


tony Perez, from the Inquiſition, and reſtoring him 
to the Priſon of the Manifeſtation, on the Twenty 
Fourth of. May. "44A 

The Officers of the Inquiſition made uſe of the 
aforeſaid Pretence to lay hold of Anthony Perez, and 
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accordingly on the Twenty Fourth of Mey he was 
ſnatch'd away by them, without any Notice given, 
in Breach of the Priviledge of the Manifeſtation, 
and others, and all the Rights of the Patient. The 
People from the higheſt to the loweſt, ſeeing the 
Contrivance, the Conſpiracy, the Subornation of 
Witneſſes now appear bare-fac'd, and Antony Perez, 
thus ſnatch'd away, without any legal publick Pro- 
ceeding, but only a private Ceremony, plainly diſ- 
cover'd the Malice of the Practice, and ſuſpecting 
that the Marqueſs de Almenara deſign'd to hurry him 
away into Caſtile, all of them unanimouſly - ran. to 
Arms in a Moment, and with a general Cry de- 
manded him, and he was accordingly reſtor'd by the 
ſaid Inquiſitors, and deliver'd into his former Priſon. 
I fay all, becauſe all had a Hand in this Action, 
from the Viceroy, Lords, Gentlemen and Clergy, 
to the meaneſt Perſon. It was the moſt wonderful 
Spectacle and ſtrangeſt Change of Hope and Deſpair 
that perhaps ever was ſeen. For Antony Perez,, who 
Four Hours before had been dragg'd away, without 
ſo much Leaſure as to know the meaning of it, was 
recover'd with lond Cries, at the publick Requeſt, 
with Threats and Performance of them, with Fire 
and Sword, the Deſtruction of Houſes, and the Haz- 
ard of great Calamities, and total Confuſion of that 
City and Kingdom. It ran fo high, that Three or 
Four: Thouſand Men laid Siege to the Aljaferia, 
formerly a Palace of the Mooriſh Kings, now the 
Houſe of the Inquifition, and gather'd Wood to ſet 
Fire: to it, unleſs they would deliver up Antony Perez, 
to them. The Viceroy was forc'd to come abroad 
in Perſon, without any State as Viceroy, and to 
thruſt himſelf in among the People, ſaying, I come 
not hit her as Viceroy, but as Biſhop of Tervel, as one of 
you, yon ſee it, compoſe yourſelves, for Til bring bim, 
T'll reftore him to you, I go for him myſelf. Several No- 
blemen went backwards and forwards. The Vice- 
roy, with the Earls of Aranda and Morata, and others, 
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went into the Aljaferis, they demanded Aatomy Periz 7 
of the Inquiſitors for the publick Peace and theic own "i 
Safety. They deliver'd him to the Viceroy and 
Earls, who preſs'd earneſtly for him, becauſe the 
People began already to attack the Gates of the A- 
ſaferia, and they fear'd the Fury of the Multitude, and 
1 — * pull'd to Pieces for the Faults of others.

The-Multitude cry'd, let Liberty live, let Antony 
Perez live. The Caſe was much alcer'd with the 
Marqueſs de Almenaras ; for when he thought he had 
it all to nothing, and that he had trampled on Ju- 
ſtice, having that Morning gone backwards and 
forwards to and from the Inquiſition to order the 
Martyrdom, full of Joy for having ſecur'd the Prize; 
which he now thought ſafe in his Talons, and to fly 
away with it into Caſtile, there to carve it out among 
the Gueſts invited to the Feaſt; who, tho' not many 
in Number were very Hungry, and the Reward they 
expected great, he I ſay in che midſt of all this Ex- 
pectation was apprehended at the ſame time that 
they were reſcuing of Antony Perez. The Juſtice 
of Aragon, with ſome of his Lieutenants arreſted him, 
not without legal Proceſs, becauſe that ſame Day 
the Officers of Juſtice had been oppos'd in his Houſe. 
Such Confuſion had he made. This arrefting of him, 
prevented his and his Families being kill'd by che 
Multitude, and their firing the Houſe he liv'd in, for 
a Parcel of the arm'd People had already beſet it.

He was conducted a Foot to the Common Goal, 
miſuſing him as he went all manner of Ways, re- 


viling, beating and wounding him, ſo that it was 


a Wonder they did not kill him by the way. The 
Cry was, Let the Traitor, and Subverter of our 
Laws and Country Dye. He begg'd Mercy and 
Confeſſion, I declare it was a dreadful Day, and 
might have confounded and terrify'd human Ma- 
lice, Perverſeneſs, and Preſumption, if it owns a 


God. I will not dilate upon the particular Actions 


of that Day, which were many and ſurpriſing, 
becauſe there is an exact Relation of it, which I 
will inſert here, if I can get it before this Impreſ- 
ſion is finiſh'd. Let this ſuffice at preſent for the 
better Underſtanding of the Matter in Hand, 
The Marqueſs dy'd on the 14th Day after; of 
the Blows and Wounds he receiv'd, and perhaps 
of the Pangs of Conſcience, which are more fatal 
than the Hurts he receiv'd that Day. To conclude 
with this Affair, the Marqueſs's Body was carry'd 
to Caſtile privately, in an Ox's Hide, leſt the Mul- 
titude if they perceiv'd it ſhould riſe again; and 
Antony Perez was not carry'd away in the Cheſt 
the Marqueſs had provided for that Purpoſe. This 
is Matter of Fact. Now it is remarkable, that 
the Owner of this Hide had it ſew'd up and hung 
before his Shop Door for its extraordinary large- 
neſs, and every time the Marqueſs paſs d by to the 
Inquiſition, that being in the way, he laugh'd 
heartily at its extraordinary Size. It is likely 
he knew not what uſe it was to be put to, 
for we often Laugh, at what ſhould make us 
Weep. | | | 9 Al 
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All this did not put a Stop to the Proſecution 
of Malice. They fell to it again, and the more 
outragiouſly for the Fame of the laſt Diſappoint- 
ment. No Slight, no Contrivance was left un- 
aſſay d, to per ſuade ſome and terrify others 
The Multitude liſtned and ſaid nothing, but if 
they hapned to anſwer, ſaid: They would not int 
terrupt the Courſe of Juſtice, but no Man muſt 
touch upon their Rights and Privileges, that they 
would” aye for their Liberty, which was the higheſt 
Piece of Human Juſtice, However, on the 20th 
of Auguſt following, a great number of Troops 
was got together, of the King's, of great Men, 
and of the City of Zaragoza ; By the City I 
mean the Aldermen and other principal Men 
of it; for the People till defended their Privile- 
ges, and Anton) Perez, Tho that Day was ap- 
pointed for the Execution of their Deſign, yet 
they durſt not attempt it. The Contention in- 
creas'd; for it is the Nature of Rancour, as well 
as other Paſſions, never to give over till it has 
accompliſh'd what it deſires. Thus ſtill there 
were more Contrivances , more Threats and 
more Promiſes us'd, and at length on the 2475 
of September t hat important Enterprize was a- 
gain attempted, with great Preparations in Order 
toit, and particularly of 2000 Giſciplin'd Men, 
by Conſent of the Magiſtrates, It was not the 
Will of God it ſhould ſucceed, for the People 
reſoly'd to reſiſt, and roſe in Arms ſo unani- 
mouſly, that it produc'd the ſecond wonderful 
Effect. It was ſuch, that it muſt needs be known 
in all parts, and have caus'd a Dread of God's 
. Judg- 
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. Judgments, and ſome Reflection on the Fortune 
of Antony Perez, For who is he, in ReſpeCt to 
God, that ſuch mighty Means ſhould be us'd 
only for the Deſtruction of a Worm? Sure he 
has greater Ends in it, unce he permits that all 
Nature, and the very Elements ſhould conſpire 
in that Kingdom with fo great a Commiotion 
and univerſal Scandal, and to the Wronging of 
fo many innocent Perſons. What hapned that 
Day for the Reſcuing of Antony Perez, I ſhall not 
relate here, becauſe there follows a particular 
Account of it. I will only affure, it is ſo true, 
that tho* the Strangeneſs of the Accident makes 
it look as if it were magnify'd, yet there is rather 
leſs than really happen'd. In ſhort, Antony Pe. 
res was deliver'd out of Priſon, as will appear by 
the Relation already mention'd, and this with 
fuch a general Cemmotion, with ſuch Hazard 
to the Sta te, with ſo much Danger to thoſe that 
were to act againſt Autony Perez, with ſo much 
Slaughter of many of them, with ſuch Terror 
to thoſe that eſca p'd, with ſuch general Satisfa- 
'Etion of all Ranks of People for his Deliverance, 
with ſuch univerſal Bleſſing for it, that perhaps 
it is one of the moſt remarkable Paſſages, and 
moſt extraordinary Actions that has been known 
in many Ages. It was ſo extraordinary, that thoſe 
Who were only Lookers on, and there were of 
all Degrees in the City, and who before were 
ſtruck dumb and overcome with Fear at ſuch a 
dreadful Commotion, ſeeing him taken out of 
Priſon by the Multitude, with the general Con- 
Kat and Applauſe of all, to expreſs their * * 
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ion ſtrechd out their Hands, eroſs d their Arms, 
and bleſsꝰd the Perſon deliver d, with that Liber- 
ty Heaven had given their Hearts and Tongues. 
Let no Man pretend, that I make a Miracle of 
the Works of Nature, but it muſt be granted, 
that thoſe are no ordinary ones, when Human 
Wiſdom, Human Counſels and Human Art and 
Malice are diſappointed, and that ſure God op- 
hoe them in a more than ordinary Manner: 

hat Evening of the 24th of Sept. after the Peo. 
ple had left him in the Houſe of Pon James, de Er 
redia, Antony Perez took Horſe, and went out of 
Agragoza publickly, wich Giles de Meſa; and a 
Friend, and two of thoſe they call Footmen in 
Aragon, a Throng of that Multitude of People 
bearing him Company half a quarter of a 
League, with Shouts and Bleſſings, and Vows to 
Heaven for his good Journey and Safety. He 
travell'd nine Leagues towards the five Towns. 
There he diſmiſs'd his Friends and Footmen,and 
for ſome Reaſons remain'd upon a Mountain 
with Giles de Meſa, I am yerily;of Opinion, that 
Choice and Human Prudence have the . leaſt 
Share, even in this, and in all his other Motions 
and Actions under his Misfortunes. - On this 
Mountain he continu'd three Days without any 
Water to drink, but only ſome red Wine, he 


carry'd with him, or any thing to eat but 


Bread. At. Night he went about to ſeek 
Water, for hy Day he lay ſtill in his hiding 
place. There he receiv'd Advice, that the Gover- 
nour of Z4ragozs, who had commanded the For-

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they ſuſpecting that Don Martin knew where Ay: 
tomy Perez was, or that he had him in his Cuſtody. 
They all began to treat of an Accommodation, 
and came to Particulars. Antony Peres him- 
ſelf heard the Meſſages, the Debates and the An. 
ſwers. The Inquiſitors Meſſenger was the Lord 
of Ia Pinilla, his particular and intimate Friend, 
who had been fetch'd with a Gayage, that is a Sa- 
ſe · Conduct, without which he durſt not have 
ſhown his Face, being under Sentence ot the In- 
—— for ſeveral Crimes. I cannot but ob- 

erve here, that tho? it be ſo much condemn'd to 
offend innocent Perſons, to compaſs the Puniſh- 
ing of one or many Offenders ; yet in this Man's 
Caſe they have not only done ſo, but have par- 
don'd notorious and convicted Malefactors to 
perſecute, I will not ſay an innocent Per ſon, let 
Truth judg of that, but at leaſt I mult ſay, it is 
one, whom Power, Rancour and Envy have ſo 
long perſecuted, without being able by ſo many 
Contrivances to deſtroy him, which makes him 
more than innocent, ſince it plainly appears, that 
all the Scope of this Perverſeneſs is to make him 
guilty by hook or by crook, in Spight of Heaven 
and in Contempt ot Truth. It is but reatonable 
here, to give an Account of one particular well 
worth knowing, to ſhow how deſirous Don Mar- 
tin de la Nuza, was that Antony Peres's Affairs 
might be made up, and he not oblig'd to remove 
himſelf into foreign Parts, and under another 
Prince,and in Teſtimony of that Gentleman's Va- 
lour and Worth. It was thus. The Inquiſitor 
perceiving, that nothing was concluded by the 
„ N — * 3 Inter- 
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Interpoſition of 1a Pinilla, or to ſpeak plain, as 
may be judg'd by what appear'd, that he could 
not by that means impoſe upon Don Martin, he 
ſent to deſire he would give him a Meeting un- 
der the Security of his Word. Don Martin refolv'd 
to comply. He went at 11 of the Clock at Night 
with only one Friend to the Aljaferia, that an- 
cient Palace of the Mooriſh Kings, without the 
City, where the Inquiſition is kept. This was a 
great Refolution in Don Martin, becauſe there 
were Soldiers in the Aljaferia already, on Ac- 
count of the late Commotion in the City; but 
he went upon the Aſſurance, that if the Inquiſi- 
tor play d him falſe, the City would riſe again, 
and upon the Inquiſitor's Fear of it. He was two 
Hours with the Inquiſitor in great Debate, Don 
Martin aſterwards ſaid, it was impoſſible to ex. 
preſs all the Offers, Intreaties, ſweet Words, lov- 
ing Actions, Embraces and Kiſſes, ſill ſaying: 
Well Don Martin, where is Antony Perez? All 
this may be well believ*d, of one who conceivd 
the Archbiſhoprick of Toledo ſhould be the Re- 
ward of his Practice, as ſhall be ſhown hereaf- 
ter; for Human Ambition will hug the Devil for 
a much leſs Reward. Don Martin took his Leave, 
without coming to any Concluſion. At laſt it 
appear'd, that all this was meer Artifice, and on- 
Iy contriv'd to diſcover where he was, and keep 
him in Hand till Don Alonſo de Vargas came with 
his Army. The Truth of it is ſufficiently prov'd 
by original Letters, and thoſe very ſcandalous, 
which fell into the Hands of Antony Perez's 
Friends. The ſame Letters prove the cow 
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tion, the Gifts and Promiſes to Spies and WitneF 
ſes againſt Antony Perez, One particular Letter 
from the Inquiſitor More jon was intercepted, to 
this Effect. He gives an Account of the Forces the 
Kingdom was raiſing, and drew out of Zaragoza 4- 
gainſt the Army of Caſtile. He nam d the Officers and 
Commanders appointed by the Kjnzdom. He aduisd 
the Ming to begin the War immediately, before the Ar- 

ragonians could get their Troops together, He paſsd 
bis Judgment on them, ſaying, They were like the Por- 
tugueſes, but weaker, worſe arm d and ſtor d with 
Canon. Next came in Antony Perez, for he is the 
Mark at which Malice levels all her Shot. Of 
him he ſaid, That he had got fall Information of 
thoſe who were familiar with Antony Perez in Pris, 
ſon, and were of his Meſs, and expetted to know where 
he was, from one who gave him Intelligence f other 
Affairs, Obſerve here the Price ot perſecuted 
Blood expos'd to ſale ſo many ſeveral Ways, and 
to ſo many Purchaſers ; he further ſaid, That be 4. 
low'd the ſaid Man an hundred Ducats a Tear, but 
that the Man (if ſuch a Varlet deſerv'd that 
Name) was not ſo ſatis d, and therefore he de- 
fewd to allow him more. He advis'd that Antony 
Perez's Wife and Children ſhould be cloſer confin'ds 
This ſhows that evil Counſellors are often the 
Cauſe of ſuch Effects and Cruelties, and that 
Kings and Kingdoms are to be pity d when, 
ſuch Advice takes place. The Reaſon he gave 
tor that Cruelty was: That the aforeſaid Perſon 
bad told hum, that he had perceivd by the Father's Na- 
ture and Tenderneſs for thoſe dear Pledges, that it mas 
the thing would moſt affect him; and that he had heard 
14 Anto- 
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Antony Perez ſpenł theſe Words, I am in the wrong 
in not delivering my ſelf up to be try'd as they would 
have int, to prevent the Sufferings of that Mother and 
thoſe Children. This is a Proof of the Father's good 
Conſcience, for had he Cauſe to fear any Diſho- 
nour, it would be no Token of Love, when his 
delivering himſelf up muſt be to the Detriment 
of his Family. He concludes the Letter by afſign- 
ing himſelf the Reward for ſuch Merits, and 
faid; That the Archbiſhoprick of Toledo would be but 
& mall Reward for ſuch à piece of Service. What a 
Conceir he had, that a Sacrifice of that Blood 
muſt be very meritorious ? What will not Am- 
bit ion attempt, when it confides in Flattery ſent 
op to'the Princes Ear ? The Letter was not tor 
any Superior of his, ſo that he was ſenſible, the 
Buſineſs he had undertaken, did not belong to 
n Inquiſitor, but was fit for a particular ſort of 
ervant of the King. Thus the Spiritual Judge 
comply'd with the Temporal Prince's Will and 
Paſſion. Antony Perez ſaw the Letter, and had it 
in his Hands, and has an authentick Copy of it, 
taken by a publick Notary, who knew the Hand 
and Subſcription. This Man was one of thoſe 
rhat defign'd to be Antony Perez*s Judges. The 
Inquiſitor Molina was another of them. In the 
Proceſs, made up by the Kingdom and ſent up ro 
the King, concerning the falſe Witneſſes and Con- 
trivances, above-mention*d,againſt Antony Perez, 
it was provid againſt this Molina, that he was 
met abroad at Mid- night, in the Habit and with 
ſich Weapons as are us'd by thoſe who ramble 
at thoſe unſeaſonable Hours, all of them ill be: 
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coming his Poſt and Profeſſion, managing againſt 
Antony Perez, I deliver Matter of Fact, and not 

all of it, and what is well known and mention'd 
in publick judicial Proceedings; for, ſhould Tdif- 
cover what is ſecret, the very Ruffians would 
bleſs themſelves. Every Man may judge of the 
whole. The 34 Judge was Don John de Mendoza, 
Brother to the Marqueſs de Cannete, and Couſin- 
German to the Marqueſs de Almenara. Theſe three 
were the Judges, and among thoſe afterwards 
added, one was a Kinſman to Peter de Eſcovedo. 
Tho? Antony Perez dreaded theſe Proceedings, 
and ought to be ſufficiently warn'd by what was 
paſs d, yet, that nothing might be omitted on his 
Side, he ſtay'd and expected, as will appear by 
the Sequel, to his and Don Martin de la Nuca's 
great Juſtification, to the greater Guilt of the Mi- 
niſters and great Injury to the Catholick King, 
and I wiſh it may not be much to his Detriment 
and Diſſer vice, and to call down a judgment 
from Heaven, which they highly provoke, by in- 
verting the Order of Nature, as they have done 


by theſe monſtrous Proceedings, contriv'd by evil 


Counſellors, and brought forth by Malice. And 
therefore to ſhow things were laid by Unjuſtice 
againſt that Man, I will give an Account of what 
was diſcover'd to Antony Perez, which was thus. 
A few Days before the 24th of Sept. the Day ap- 
pointed tor that mighty Enterprize of ſecuring 
the Priſoner Antony Perez, Don Alonſo de Vargas 


was.commanded to ſet out in haſte towards 4. 

gon, to gather the Army, which lay quarter'd a- 
long the Frontiers of Caſtile, for the better Exe- 
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cuting of the Reſolution taken, for carrying of 


him into Caſtile, for executing their Revenge on 
others, and acting the Cruelties already begun 
upon that Kingdom; for Paſſion once rais'd and 
deſirous of Execution, and which has Power to 
back it, carries all before it, like an Inundation. 
However, this Deſign was foreſeen ; for it is well 
known to credible Perſons of ſeveral Ranks, that 
long before the Storm fell, a Man of Senſe, and 
who was acquainted with ſuch Tempeſts, told 
them, What 4 Hurracan was drawing near, that they 
\(boald not deceive themſelves, nor believe the Report 
ſpread abroad concerning the gathering of that Army, 
which was marchiag againſt them, as that it was to 
frepport the French Leapuers, or in Purſuance of ſome 
Treaty with France, as was inſinuated, for ſuch an 
Hy my, ſo numerous, ſo well ſtor d with Canon, Ammu- 
nition and other Neceſſaries,and at ſach a Time, could 
be for no other Intent, but to make Aragon 4 Pro- 
dDince. It is likely, he that ſaid it, had had to do 
with Kings and important Affairs, and knew 
the Diſpoſition of that Prince. The ſame Perſon 
told them many more Particulars and Myſteries, 
which were all Predictions of Reaſon and natu- 
ral Foreſight; all which have come to paſs, and 
greater will happen to the Ruin of ſeveral parti- 
cular Perſons and of that Kingdom; and per- 
Haps not only of that, but to the Overthrowing 
of the publick Peace, Which Time will teſtify. 
For now the Judging of theſe Affairs depends 
upon ſenſible Demonſtra tion, and inferior Cau- 
ſes; and judiciary Aſtrologers, and thoſe who 
foretel by ſuperior Influences may lye a Bed, and 
expect no Reward. Whilſt 
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' Whilſt Perez continu'd in this nature at Tg. 
7470za, happen'd thoſe great Commotions. 
Don Alonſo de Vargas, gather'd his Army with 
all poſſible ſpeed, on the Frontiers of Aragon; 
the Kingdom grew more and more into an Up- 
roar ; becauſe they plainly ſaw, that what was 
intended, was directly againſt their Privileges 
and immunities ; ſeveral Perfons of all degrees, 
requir'd the Deputies of the Kingdom of Ara- 
gon, who Repreſent the whole Kingdom and 
all it's States, to prefent their Remonſtrances . 
in due Form, againſt that Violence and Breach 
of their Privileges, before the Juſtice of Aragon 
and his Lieutenancy, which is the Sovereign 


and Abſolute Court, for Trying of alf Diffe-. — 


rences between the King of Aragon, and his A. 
ragonian Subjects; the Kingdom advisd with 
its Lawyers, what they might and ought td do, 
according to Law ; and upon the Advice given, 
preſented it's Remonſtrances to the ſaid Court, 
and in them demanded and requir'd , That the 
Jaſtice ſhould take up Arms and March out againſt 
the Caſtilian Army Don Alonſo de Vargas was 
bringing into the Kjngdom, and this in purſuance 
of the 2d. Privilege, de Generalibus Pri vilegiis 
Regni Aragonium. By which Privilege, no Man 
may bring Foreign Troops into Aragon, nor 
exerciſe a Juriſdiction with Sword in Hand, 
nor Arreſt, or Wrong any Man, nor Spoil ſa 
much as a ſingle Olive Garden; which laſt, are 
the expreſs Words of the Charter. This, and all 


other Privileges were {worn to by former Kings 


of Aragon, and by his preſent Catholick Majeſty 
* King 


e 
King Philip II. and Confir md by Popes, and 
their Obſervation enjoyn'd under moſt Severe 


Penalties. The ſaid Remonſtrances were re- 
ceiv d and read in due form of Law, by the ſaid 


Court. All Formalities of demanding Juſtice 
we fulfill d, beſides ſome Pieces of Civility, out 
of Reſpect to the Prince. The Court receiv'd 
Informations, that the Army Commanded by 
Don Alonſo, was delign'd againſt the Aragon. 
ans; this was prov'd, and particularly, that 
Don Alonſo had declar'd to the Army, That 
provided they did not touch Churches or Monaſteries, 
they might Plunder and make Waſte. Upon this, 
formal Judgment was given in the ſaid Court, 
That the Juſtice was oblig*d to take Arms, and the 
Kingdom to March out and oppoſe the coming of the 
Caſtilian Army. Theſe were the ſteps made to 
proceed to Judgment. In purſuance of it, ' the 
Juſtice was requir'd in Form to March out, as 
Head of the Kingdom, to perform what had 
been Reſolv'd. He conſented, and readily 
offer*d to comply. He, and the Kingdom, be- 
gan preſently to appoint all the Officers uſual 
in Regular Armies, which were only led by 
ſome of the Prime Nobility and Gentry. 
Notice was given to all the Kingdom, of what 
had been Decreed by the Court of Juſtice. All 
Cities and Towns were appointed their Quota 
of Men and Proviſions they were to Furniſh, 
for Defence of their Country, againſt the Army 
of Caſtile, A conſiderable Number of Men was 
preſently rais'd in Zgragoza and it's Territory. 
St. George's Standard, being the Standard of the 
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Kingdom, kept and appointed for ſuch Exi- 
gences, was taken out. The Juſtice March'd 
out of Laragora in Warlike order, and well ap- 
pointed, with all the Forces that could be go 
together, and with all the Nobility and Gentry 
then preſent, Antony Perez ſaw it. But ſome 
Perſons being already miſled, by Reſpect and 
Flattery to their Prince , the ſecond Day after 
all that firſt part of an Army march'd out of 
Zaragoza, with it's General, it's Standard, and 
the Nobility attending, the Principal Men 'the 
Kingdom had Entruſted with it's Defence, left 
the Army, and left that Body without Head or 
Arms, ſo that it all moulder'd and fell to no- 
thing. Now that this way of ſpeaking, the 
Judgment given, the Declaration made, and 
this Attempt of putting it in Execution may not 
ſeem ſtrange, or ſurprizing to thoſe who are 
not acquainted with the Liberties of Aragon; 
and that the Event may not juſtifie Injuſtice, 
it will be convenient to give ſome Account of 
the nature of that Kingdom, and of the Liberties 
and Privileges on which that Judgment, Re- 
ſolution and Attempt was Grounded ; for, tho? 
we ſomewhat deviate from the Bounds of the 
Title of this Paper, yet it will be very ſuitable 
to the main Deſign of this Relation. 

After that general Deſolation of Spain, oc. 
caſion'd by an Injury done to à King, by a 
Subject, When the Moyes had over -· run it, with- 
out leaving ſo much as the Memory of a King, 
or Sovereign Lords, or Succeſſor in the Kin 
dom of Aragon; the ſaid Kingdom 2 - 
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ſelf out of the Ha 


r 
nds of the Moors, and became 


heir own Maſters, without acknowledging any 


Superior upon Earth in Temporals. Being in 
this Condition, the Aragonians thought it would 
be convenient for their Peace and better Govern- 
ment, to have a Lord and Chief, who might 
Govern them by wholſome Laws, and ſuch as 
ſhould be proper for their Tranquillity and Pre- 
ſervation. | An Ancient Reſtleſſneſs, and the 
end of ſome People, as of the Children of 1/ae/, 
who being too happy, and not knowing how 
to agree among themſelves, and Live in Unity, 
ſeek for a Change, to their own Detriment and 
Ruin, and to their ſufficient Cauſe to Repent. 
At length, they all agreed to Adviſe with the 
Pope about it, And to Repreſent to him their Con. 
dition, their | Deſires, and their Reaſons and Mo- 
tives for chuſing a Ring. The Pope, like a Pru- 
dent Father; in the Advice aad Inſtructions 
he gave them, repreſented, What God had done 
to his People, when they asd A Ming of him by the 
Prophet Samuel; and that in caſe they would have 
one, they ſhoald; firſt ſettle their Laws and Form of 
Government a pon very equal Terms, bating the Re- 
ſpelt due to 4 Prince and Sovereign, ſuitable to 
their Condition, and to the Nature of their Nation. 
That to Check. and Moderate the Natural Propenſi- 
on of Men to encroach, they ſhould appoint 4 third 
Perſon, as Umpire betwixt the King and them, and 
Judge above the King, in all Differences that ſbould 
ariſe betwixt the King and RMingdom, in the Nature 
of the Ephori, Inſtituted by Lycurgus, and allow'd 
Theopompus Ming of Sparta. The Kipggom 
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of Aragon, in Purſuance to this Advice, inſtituted 4

its Laws, form'd its Privileges, ſetled the Rule 
they would be govern'd by, and among the reſt 


appointed an Officer, whoſe Buſineſs it ſhould be 

to decide all Controverſies betwixt King and 
Subjects, and to maintain and preſerve theſt fri- 
vileges. This Officer they cald the Juſtice . 


Aragon. And it is worth obſerving, that they 
call'd him not /a Juſticia, in the Feminine Gen- 
der, to which the Word Juſtice belongs, but E 
Juſticia, in the Maſculine, that is, The Man that 
was to do Juſtice. For he muſt be very much a 
Man, to do Juſtice betwixt the King and a Sub- 
ject, and God help him. One of the Privileges 
they eſtabliſh'd, was that they call the Maniſe- 
ſtation. This gives every Man Authority, to 
bring himſelf and his Cauſe before the ſaid Ju- 
ſtice, to redreſs any Wrong pretended to be re- 
ceiv'd from any Juriſdiction or Power. The Au- 
thority of this Court is ſuch, that it judges, and 
decides all Cauſes, tho? before definitively. deci- 
ded and adjudg'd by any other Court in the 
Kingdom, and this according to the known Pri- 
vileges , without any Appeal lying to another 
Court. Nor has it this Power, by way of Ma- 
nifeſtation only over Temporal Cauſes, but alſo 
oyer the Spiritual; for it has been often ſeen, that 


Caules already adjudg'd, and upon the Point of 


coming to Execution, have been N 
the Parties ſet free. This and all the other Pri vi- 
leges eſtabliſh'd by the Kingdom of Aragon, are 
printed by Authority of the King and Kingdom 


of Aragon, I refer my ſelf to them and to the * 
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nals of the Secretary prita, who gives an Ace 
count of all theſe Affairs, and to whom ours and 
future Ages are much indebted for the Pains he 
took in compiling that Hiſtory; for if Nations 

under God, are govern*d by Prudence, Hiſtory is 
calbd the Source of Prudence. The Privileges are ſo 
great and ample, as may be imagin'd from thoſe 
ho had the Power of electing in their own 
Hands, and could ſet the Price and Conditions 


on Which they parted with their Liberty, and 


gave Obedience. Let were they ſo reaſonable, 
that they have been preſery*'d ſo many Centu- 
ries, as is well known, very peaceably and to the 
great Satisfaction of the Kings for being Maſters 
of ſuch Subjects. This particularly appear*d in 
the famous King Ferdinand, who, after he was 
King of Caſtile, and the Kingdoms thereto be- 
longing, being advis'd by ſome Caſtilian Coun- 
ſellors, To bring the Aragonians under more Sub. 
jection, becauſe there was too great an Equality at 
preſent. He anſwer'd, That beſides his having in- 
herited them on the ſame Conditions, he poſſeſtd them, 
and having ſworn to maintain them, on Pain of the 
greateſt Cenſures, which Oath whoſoever did break, 
would have juſt Cauſe to dread the 75 ments of 

God, and beſides the Faith due naturally to his Word, 
which the moſt barbarous Nations reg ard, he alway 
objer yd it as 4 Rule between Ning and Subjects, 
that whenſfoever the Ballance was even, as to tht 
Ringdoms Satisfattiva, the Ringdom would be per- 
mann, and the Ring ſafe in the Poſſeſſion of it, 
and that when the Ballance was uneven, both would 
be always ſtriving, not only to ſet it even, as it mu 
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Account I am giving. One was, That whenſoe- 
ver the Ring ſhould happen to infringe their Friui-

„e Crucifix and on the four Evangeliſts, that he 
„ vil inviolably obſerve the Liberties and Immu- 
Inities of that Kingdom, under moſt heavy Cen- 
„ Juures of Popes. And it is to be obſerv'd, that 


5 the King takes this Oath, before they ſwear Al. 


„ Jegiance to him, which is done as in the Oath, 
je above. For this being an Election and Con- 
„ Iract, made with thoſe who gave up ſo much 


7, Jef their Liberty, it was and is but reaſonable, 


they ſhould firſt receive the Price agreed on, 
4s before they deliver the ines purchas d. Age / 
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- this is a natural Practice, and ſo us'd by all Na- 


tions in Exchanges, eſpecially for that Jewel 
which connot be otherwiſe purchas'd. The 
other Part of the Law is the Privilege of Union, 
that all the Lords and great Men might joyn, 
and forbid the Supplying of the King with any 
of his Revenues, till the Subject aggriev'd had 
Right done him, and the Privilege infring'd 
was reſtor'd to its primitive Force. Beſides 
that Towns and Caſtles N to every one 
of them might be appointed, as a Pledge of their 
Fidelity to the Union; to be put into the Hands 
of a third Perſon appointed by them all, upon 
Condition, and to the End, that whoſoever of 
them affiſted the King, before fuch Time as 


they had full Satisfaction for theGrievance com- 


plain'd of, ſhould forfeit them. This done, the 
Aragonians, for their firſt King, or Prince, made 
Choice of a private Gentleman among them, 
calPd Garzi Ximanenes, and after him of ſome 


others ſucceſſively, whoſe Names I cannot well 


remember, but the Subſtance of the Fact is 
as I deliver it. Afterwards, in Proceſs of Time, 
ſome of the Kings of that Kingdom, forget- 
ting, as Men are too apt to do, the Acknow- 
ledgment due for the. Aragonians, having of 
their own Choice and Free- Will, deliver'd them- 
ſelves up to be Subjects to a King; ſome of 
thoſe Kings I ſay, began to think much of the 
extraordinary Liberty and Exemption of thoſe 
Subjects, among them particularly King Pe- 
Fer, who was calPd of the Dagger. The Pri- 
vilege that troubled him moſt was that of the 

Vnion, 
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Union, which allow'd them the Liberty of 
choofing a King, and therefore he us'd all his 
Endeavours to have it annulld, or at leaſt ex- 


chang'd for other Immunities. He urg'd it fo 
far, ufing all Manner of Intreaties and other 
Means, that he brought it to be propos'd and 
debated in the Cortes, then fitting at Taragosa 
in the Houſe of the Deputation, which is ſtill 
ſtanding, but beautify'd, and the Room where 
they fat, is by Cuſtom appointed for ſuch So- 
lemnities, To conclude, the Buſineſs came to 
be debated. The King waited withour in a 
Gallery, as a Suitor, and full of Concern for the 
Event; for nothing on Earth ſo violently affets 
the Mind as the Defire of Rule. Ar length the 
Cortes, which in Aragon conſiſt of four Eſtates, 
came to a Reſolution. But to remove this Dit- 
ficulty of four Eſtates, whereas all other Na- 
tions have but three, which are the Lords Spi- 
ritual, the Lords Temporal and the Commons; 
it is to be obſerv'd , that in Aragon there is a 


fourth Eſtate, which conſiſts of the Gentry and 


Men of Quality who have not Titles of Dukes, 
Marqueſſes, Earls and the like, given by Kings, 
tho not inferior to them in Birth and Family. 
The Reſolution of the Corres was, that they 
conſented to the annulling of the Privilege of 
the Union and Electing a King, provided that 
other Franchiſes were eftabliſh'd inſtead of it; 
being the ſame that are contain'd in the Chaps 
ter calld de Generalibus Privilegiis Regni Arago- 
zum, and many of them the greateſt that King - 
dom enjoys, as are ſome in Favour of the No- 
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8 ( 152) 
bility and Gentry, and the abſolute Power of 
Lords over their Vaſſals; but more particularly 
this Privilege we here ſpeak of. That they may 
lawfully take up Arms againſt any foreign Forces 
that ſball enter their Kingdom to their Prejudice, 
tho? it be againſt their own King, and the Heir to 
the Crown, if he comes in that Nature, King Peter 
having heard the Reſolution, they were come 
to, granted all their Demands, and that very 
Moment, having the aforeſaid Privilege in his 
Hand, he drew'his Dagger, and tore the Privi- 
lege with it, cutting his Hand deſignedly at the 
ſame time, and ſaying, That the Aboliſhing of ſuch 
a Privilege, as for Subjects to be allow'd to chaſe « 
Ning, ought to coſt the Blood of a Ring. Ever: 
ſince, that King was call'd King Peter of the 
Dagger, and his Statue is now in the Houſe of 
the Deputation, with the ſaid Dagger in one 
Hand, and the 2 in the other, where 
are alſo all his Predeceſſors and Succeſſors, Kings 
| of Aragon, till King Philip the IId. In Purſu- 
| ance of this Privilege, and the reſt I have here 
mention'd , the - Aragonians proceeded to the 
7 aforeſaid Reſolution, and began to act accord- 
= - ing to it. And to ſhow how. barefac'd, and 
free from any Apprehenſion of Offence or Crime 
they acted, as being well grounded on the Right 
I of their Liberties, there is one notable Point 
to be obſerv'd, which is, that the Juſtices 
Court, when it declar'd that they might and 
ought to take Arms againſt the Army of Ca. 
file, at the ſame Time pronunc'd Sentence of 
Death againſt Don Alonſo de Vargas and his Ar 
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my, and ſent Meſſengers and Notaries to noti · 
fy their Declaration and Judgment to him at 
Berwela, a Monaſtery of Bernardine Friars, on 
the Borders of Caſtile and Aragon; and they 
accordingly notify*d it, and requir'd him not to 
enter that Kingdom with arm*d Forces, under 
the ſaid Penalty. And for a further Demonſtra. 
tion how far this went, it is remarkable, that 
Don Alonſo endeavourd to ſhun the Officers of 
the Kingdom, as ſuſpeQing the Import of their 
Meſſage ; till being inform'd that they faid, 
they did not value his not hearing them, for 
they would affix their Notification on the Gates, 
he at laſt reſolv'd to hear it, and they norify*d 
it to him, and return'd in Safety, tho? they 
were but four Men that perform'd it in the 
midſt of an Army. 2 + mob 


It will not be here amiſs to inſert a Om. 
miſhon, granted and ſign'd by the Juſtices and 
Deputies of the Kingdom (who, upon fuck} 
Occaſions, exerciſe the ſupreme Authority 
there) to Don Martin de la Nuxa, above men- 


tion'd, a Perſon generally belov'd and re? * | 
ſpected in that Country, and Couſin to th 


Juſtice of Aragon. This Commiſſion is: of 
great Weight, to prove the Authority they 
had ſo to do, who pronounc'd that Sentence, 
and ſign'd ir, which implies rather Merit; 
than a bare Juſtification of thoſe that obey d 
it; is a Teſtimonial of the Innocence of thoſe 
who have, and ſtill do ſuffer Martyrdom ſor 
that Obedience, and for their Country, Laws

others naturally in this Particular, becauſe it 
freely made a King, which was an Act of the 
Will and Underſtanding, For thoſe who pro- 
ceed to ſuch Actions, generally look upon it as 
aà aPointof Honour to ſtand by them, tho' they 
be in the wrong, much more when they are 
mature, deliberate, : and well-weigh'd, and 
they us'd and accuſtom'd to them, as the A- 
ragonians are, Who have always approv'd them-

Thing that might be aWrong to them, or to the 
Ning dom; that he had more of an Aragonian in 
him than all of them, and God keep him from an) 
ſuch Deſign. After theſe Letters, full of ſweet 
Words, and moſt to them that ſutfer'd moſt, 
he came with his Army. At his firſt coming, 
he began to ſecure many Perſons, ſtill con- 
tinuing his deluding Expreſſions: He ſecur'd 
Prieſts, Religious Men, Lords, Gentlemen, the 
Duke of Villahermoſa, the Earl of Aranda, and 
others, moſt of them the very Perſons to 
whom' the King had ſent Letters of Thanks, 
and Don Alonſo his Promiſe that they ſhould 
come to no Harm. The Duke and Karl, be- 
ſides others not known, were carry*d out of the 
Kingdom into Caſtile, contrary to a known 
Privilege, ever obſerv'd, and never allow'd to 
be tranſgreſs'd, even by the Inquiſition, for 
they muſt be try'd within the Kingdom. This 
is plainly made out in the Caſe of a Fleming, 
Page to Antony Perez , taken by the Inquili- 
tors of Catalonia, in Barcelona, as he was going 
over into Itah, becauſe in Caſtile they thought 
they could rack ſomething out of him againſt 
Antony Perez : They writ from Caſtile for the 
Youth, and the Inquiſitors ſent him away pri- 
vately, for they-durſt not do it in publick, =

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cauſe the Liberties of Catalonia are the ſame as 


thoſe of Aragon, The City underſtanding, it, 
mutiny*d , they ſent ſeveral Meſſages and Ex- 


preſſes to the King, to have the Priſoner re- 
ſtor'd, thereatning if he were not, that they 


would ſecure the Inquiſitors ; and I know not 


whether they did not menace, they would turn 
the Inquiſition out of Catalonia, For this Rea- _ 


ſon, they had him reftor'd, after the poor Pri- 
ſoner had been torn to Pieces, and nothing of 
Moment got out of him; however, they kept 
him 28th Months in a Dungeon. I return to 


the Impriſonments of Lawyers, Sollicitors, of - 


Aldermen of Zgrazoxs, of thoſe who ſacrific'd

accordingly. There was impriſoning of Wo- 
men; and of Lieutenants, ſuch as Micer Cl.

ſupreme Judges above the King, betwixt him 
and his Subjects; nay, more, they have com- 
pelPd both, or one of them, for I am not cer- 
tain whether to abdicate; but I am ſure they 
had diſcharg*d them upon Bail, and permitted 
them under thoſe Circumſtances to fit on the 
Bench again. What Judgment will they give? 
How will they dread the Laſh, and the very 
Shadow of it? Nay, there is till more in it, 
for they reſtor d to their Places Micer Chales,

ment, for the Breach of Privileges one had 


been guilty of in the Caſe of Antony Perez, 


and the other, in others. Theſe were the Cauſe 
of the Diſturbances in that Kingdom, three 


Years before, and of the Calamities it now 
groans under. Theſe Men were reſtor'd, a 


moſt pernicious Advice, beſides the Wrong 


done to Juſtice, becauſe it is an Affront to the 


Regal Authority, that their Proceedings ſhould 
be thought to be meritorious with the Prince, 
fince he reſtores and rewards thoſe whom the 
legal Courts of that Kingdom condemn'd and 
degraded, and who cannot be reſtor'd nei- 
ther by the King, nor Kingdom, nor even by 
| the 
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the Cortes, which comprehend them both, . 
one ſingle Man, or the Party aggriev'd, oppos d 


it. The like was never ſeen in that Kingdom, 
and ought not to be believ'd in reſpect to that 
King, but only becauſe all we ſee now done in 


that Kingdom, is altogether new: But it is 


further to be obſerv'd, that whatſoever they 
ſhall act, will be void, and of no effect, as 
being done by illegal Judges, becauſe they who 
are choſen Lieutenants, muſt be of the Num- 
ber of thoſe enroll'd and made capable by the 
Cortes; and if theſe ſhould fail, and there ſhould 


be a a Want of Lieutenants, either by Death, 


or Deprivation, the Juſtice is to name three 
Perſons, and the King to chuſe among them. 

I will now proceed to what enſu*d-upon the 
coming of Don Alonſo de Vargas. Lands and 
Towns were confiſcated, Houſes thrown down, 
and Caſtles raz'd, and theſe not only of the 
Perſons impriſon'd, contrary to the known Li- 
berties, becauſe in that Kingdom there can be 
no Forfeiture nor Confiſcation of Eſtates, but 
of Ladies, of Mothers, and of Wives, who 
were the true Owners and Proprietors of 


thoſe Eſtates ; and tho' their Husbands and | | 


Sons could have forfeited their Eftates.for their 
Crimes, yet the Women could not, nor auy

his King; this is the Matter of Pa&. 'So that 
all this impriſoning of Deputies, Aldermen, 
Lieutenants, a Duke, an Earl, Lords, Gentle- 
men, Clergy, and many otkers, whom I do 
not name, to avoid running out, tho? it is all 
true, was only becauſe they obey'd, or were 
willing to obey the legal Reſolutions and Com- 
mands of their ſupreme Judges. The Coun- 
ſellors and Lawyers ſuffer'd for giving their 
Opinions, that it was lawful, and they ought 
to take up Arms againſt the Foreign Army ; 
the Deputies for doing their Duty in complying 
with the Remonſtrances preſented by the King- 
dom; the Lieutenants for giving Judgment ac- 
cording to the Laws and Liberties of the King- 
dom, having no Judges on Earth above them 
in this Cafe, but thoſe I have mention d; the 
Juſtice, becauſe he put in Execution what was 
decreed by his Court, in which was the true, 
legal, and ſupreme Right of determining. But 
the Novelty of the Thing, and Truth require, 
an Account ſhould be given of the Uſage of 
the Juſtice ; which, tho lamentable to relate, 
was thus. The Juftice was arreſted by a pri- 
vate Captain under Don Alonſo de Vargas, as he 
came out from the uſual Meeting of his Court: 
 Thence he was carry'd to Don Alonſos Houfe 
who ſaid no more to him, but that he ſhould 
go to the Houſe of Don John de Torrellas, which,

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among others, was appointed a Priſon for thoſe | 
they took up; thither he was carry*d a Priſo- 
ner. By the Way he met ſome Feſuits, who 
waited for him, and went into the Coach ro 

epare him for Death; a Thing never before' 
heed of, that the condemn*d: Perſon's Con- 
ſeſſor ſhould know of his being deem'd to dye, 
before himſelf. As ſoon as he came to the 
Houſe, he was told he muſt die. The Juſtice 
in that Surprize, ask d, How ſo, and who was the 
Judge that pronounc d ſuch a Sentence? They an- 
iwerd him, The King himſelf. He reply'd, They 
ſbould ſbem him the Sentence. They {hew'd him 
ſome Lines under the King's own Hand to Dos 
Alonſo, which were to this Effect. As ſoon as 
you ſhall receive this, you ſhall ſeize Don John de 
la Nuza, Juſtice of Aragon, And let me have the 
News of his Death, as ſoon as of his Impriſonment.

Such 
Deeds deſerve ſuch Puniſhment. The Paper was 
not ſign d by any Body elſe. The poor Gentle- 
man faid, How could this be? For no Man could 
be his Fudge, or condemn him, but the full Cortes, 
being the Ring and Kingdom. And he 3 _ 
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on the Scaffold. Nay, more, there was not 
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Truth. Tho' they ſaw him brought to Exe: 
- cution, no Man in the City knew the Mean- 


ing, till they heard the Proclamation, as a- 
bove, and the Paper here mention'd, was read 


the Space of twenty Hours betwixt his appre- 


. hending and Execution, nor any Tryal or De- 


fence, more than what has been here ſaid; tho 


. accorditig to the Laws of that Kingdom, none 
can judge him upon Earth, but the Cortes, be- 


ing the King and Kingdom aſſembled in a Bo- 


_ dy; and by the Law of God, no Man can be 


condemn'd without being try'd, and making 
his Defence. In ſhort, we may ſay, that 
Juſtice it ſelf was condemn'd and executed, 
That Kingdom was certainly, and ſtill is, un- 


der the hardeſt Circumſtances that ever King- 


dom was, and Juſtice, and all its Methods, in 
the greateſt Confuſion and Oppreſſion. 


But to return ro Antony Perez, he had been 


abroad, and ſince his Return, continu'd in Z4- 
ragoza till the ĩoth of November ; but perceiving

I could here 
inſert a Copy of the Letter, from the Original, 
which I had at Barde auæ, upon the Tryal; but I 
forbear, in reſpect to the Writer of it, who is 
a Man of great Quality, and whoſe Anceſtors 
gain'd the great Name he has by other ſort of 
Actions; but he did what he was commanded, 
and it ſeems the Man offer'd himſelf to do the 
Work, and he was oblig'd to acquaint his Su- 
perior.

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God and Nature, as may appear by Thouſands 
of Inſtances in Hiſtory. And it is obſervable, 
that the latter Kings of Rome having made ill uſe 


of this Power, the Emperors who took upon 
them the Sovereigaty, durſt not take upon them 


the Name of Kings, but that of Emperors; which 


thoꝰ it have a more Arbitrary Signification, as it 


is to Command more than to Rule, yet they 
thought it not ſo offenſive as the other, which 


they had who before abus'd it. So that it is the 
good or bad, the moderate or arbitrary Ule of a 


Thing which makes it ſafe, or dangerous, amiable 
or hateful; and even the ſofter Name becomes 
moſt odious, through the Severity of him that 
bears i, Hence follows another Obſervation to 


be made of the noble Nature of _— and 


Subjects, which is, that for the moſt part only 
that which is odious, or the miſtaken apprehen- 
fion of it, leads them into Revolts, and Diſlike; 
whereas on the other Hand a gentleGovernment 
and good Uſage ſecures their AﬀeQion and fills 
them like Children, and even makes them vo- 
lontarily to ſacrifice themſelves. For this Rea- 
ſon Subjects ought to wiſh or pray ior nothing 
ſo much towards making them happy, as that 
God would give their Prince faithful Miniſters 


and good Counſellors; becauſe they are, as it 


were, the Eyes and Underſtanding of Kings, and 
have the ſame Effect on them as theſe have on the 
Soul and Body, ſo that if the Prince has weak 
Minift-rs, he is as it were Blind; and if they arc 
wicked and partial, it is the ſame as if his Under: 
ſtanding were diforder'd and in confuſion. Princes 

| . themſelves, 
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themſelves, if they love their own Safety, are not 
to be more ſhy of Phyſicians who either through. 
ignorance, or to flatter their Humour, allow them 


uch Diet as is prejudicial to their Health and. | 
deſtructive to Nature, than of Counſellors who ; 


perſwade them it is lawful to follow their own 
Arbitrary Will. Such Counſellors will in a ſhore 
Time put an End to the Proſperity and Reign 
of their Kings, and wear out the Patience of the 
Subjects. Thoſe that will not believe me, nor 
Experience, may believe the Holy Ghoſt, who 
lays, Becauſe of unrighteous Dedlings, In- 
juries, and Riches got by Deceit, the Ring- | 
dom is tranſlated from one People to another. Let 


no Man think I have taken too much. Liberty in 


talking of the Counſellors of Princes, I ſpeak of 
the evil ones, if there are none ſuch I ſpeak of no 

Man; and if there are, it is the Truth and their 
own Faults that gaul them, and not I. Beſjdes 
that, the Exceſs is grown ſo great, and evil Coun- 
ſellors go on ſo faſt in ruining their Kings and 
Kingdoms, by taking away all the lawful Bounds 
of Power, that any Man may lawhully ſpeak, 
and cannot well forbear proclaiming and declar- 
ing the Divine and Natural Laws of human 
Power; to the End, that tho? the Uſe of them be 
ſuſpended for a Time, yet the Memory of them 
may not be loſt when Occaſion ſhall ſerve. Nor 
let it be thought offenſive, that I treat of the 

Power of Princes, for it is no other than treating 
of their Life and Health, that is, of their Safety 
and Preſervation. Beſides, ſince Surgeons and 
Phyſicians are allow'd to cut and ſcarify the liv- 


ing 
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ing Fleſh to preſerve the Body; neither Princes

_. Offence, to tell them what a Man thinks freely, 

and even to condemn them for What they Act 
wrongfully againſt their Subjects; theſe being 
Truths neceffary to be known and grounded on 
the Laws of God and Nature: Nay more, if 
the wrong'd are allow'd to complain to their 
Kirigs againft themſelves, ard to tell them in 
their Petition, only under thoſe Words, with 
humble Submiſſion, That they have not Right 
done them”; then that ſame Liberty is ad co 
all men concern'd, and they may ule their En- 
dea vours that ſuch Complaints and Grievances 
may reach their Ears; and if all this will not do, 
they may appeal to Heaven and Nature. Let the 
particular Laws and Statutes of every Kingdom, 
publiſhd by the Authority of Kings, that Sub- 
j-ts may know what they are allow?d to do, 
and what not, be deftroy*d and aboliſh'd. Let 
Order be inverted, and ler that be eſtabliſſid as 
a Duty which before was a Crime. Let Nature 
it ſelf be chang*d, unleſs we may ſay the is now 
*<xprring, and all Things tending to their End; 
for ] cannot but think that the Commotions and 
Diſtractions we behold, are Nature's Groans and 
Complaints, as the common Mother, ſeeing her 
Rules and Methods quite alrer'd and her Decree 
revers'd. But it were better, in my Opinion, to 

_ follow the Example of King Abaſuerus, in giving 
Ear to the Falſhood of partial Miniſters who are 
ingag' d in the Ruin of many; in changing of Reſo- 
lutions; in recalling Orders given againft a whole 
* Kingdom, 
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Kingdom, without looking upop it as a Point of 

Honour to perſiſt in what is once undertaken; for 
methinks that Kingdom is under the ſame Cir. 
cumſtances as the Children of 1/rae/ were under 
that King; and this Prince if he will but give Ear, 
and remove his Eyes trom the miſt of other Mens 
Falſhood and Malice, which have incens'd him, 
and allow Truth and Juſt Complain s to reach 
him; he will find the Caſe is much the ſame, the 
ſame Truth and the ſame Deceits, as the other 

did ; the ſame Hamans and Diſturbers of the pub» _ 

lick Peace, on whom to beſtow the Gallows, the 
other rais'd for Mordecai. Let this King look 
upon the Juſtice of a whole Kingdom, it he will 
not pity the poor Wife and Children of Antony 
Peres, whom he keeps under Captivity and Op- 
preſſion, let him do it, tho” it be but to prevent 
God's taking of it upon himſelf, as he would cer- 
tainly have done then, (as we may believe from 
his Goodneſ(s)had not he redreſs'd it whoſe Duty 
it was. Let him do it that God may not bring 
this Cauſe: to be Try'd before his Tribunal, as 
belonging to him for ſeveral Reaſons, and more 
particularly, becauſe the ſuffering Parties have 
now no other Appeal but to his Protection 'and 

Juſtice; and for his own Honour's ſake, that he 

will not forget he is the ſole Sovereign Lord in 

Heaven and on the Earth. And it he will nor 

have Compaſſion on any of thoſe I have men- 

tion d, let him at leaſt rake pity on himſelf, and 
redrefs what is amiſs and make Satisfaction in 

Time, and not leave it to the laſt Moment; for 
tho? ſometimes Remedies may take Effect in 2 
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utmoſt extremities, yet it is not without immi- 
nent Danger, and ſometimes the Loſs of ſome con- 
 Gderable Part; that is, not without much Re- 
flection on the Prince, and his own great Confu- 
ſion to think whether the Satisfaction he has 
made be full, or whether he ſhall be accountable 
for it before the great Tribunal, where (chey ſay) 
A2 Mi-jn ſhall pay to the utmoſt Farthing. If the 
Example I have brought be not ſufficient, turn 
over the Records of Lime, and they will produce 
a Thouſand Inſtances, which are ſo many Warn- 
ings to make good what I have here ſaid. But 
if the King would have an Example among his 
own Predeceſſors, I think there is none like that 
Tiece of the Hiſtory of King Peter of Aragon and 
Dos Bernard de Cabrera. This Gentleman per- 
ceiving the whole Envy and Malice of the Court 
was bent and had conſpir'd againſt him, and 
being ſenſible of the Danger, left his King's Ser- 
vice and betook himſelf to a Religious habit. The 
King ſeeing all things went wrong, ſince he was 
duepriv'd of the Aſſiſtance and Advice of that Ser- 
vant, drew him from the Monaſtery and Habit 
which had conceal'd him, and reſtor'd him to the 
Management of all his Affairs. But Envy ſoon 
broke out ane w, and grew to ſuch a Head, that 
it never gave over till it brought him to his End, 
and his Head was cut off, he declar'd a Traitor, 
and falſe Counſellor, and his Eſtate forfeited, 
> , Yet the ſame Peter to diſcharge his own Con- 
ſcience and to do him Right, declar'd in his Will 
that he had been a moſt Faithful Subject and 
Coun ſellor; and all the Proceedings againſt 5 
130 f mo 


moſt unjuſt, as contriv'd by deceitful Miniſters, 
Enemies to them both; and therefore order'd 
that all his Eſtate ſhould be reſtor'd to his Grands 
ſon, on whom he alſo beſtow'd en, raordinary 
Favours, in Part of Satisfaction for the Wrong 
done. This may be ſeen at large in the Annals 
of Zurita, 11 the Life of King Peter, and is very 
well worth obſerving, as a Warning to all Men 
to dread the Service of Kings, to avoid their 
Favour and Familiarity, and to be à cheeks 
upon worldly Profperity. But if Paſſion ſhall 
prevail ſo far, and this Prince ſhall be withheld 
by. his own Confuſion and the Malice of others, at 
leaſt may his Succeſſor take Pity on thoſe crying 
Intants that want Tongues to ſpeak, and can find 
no Ears to hear them; ſince in his tender Years. 
he ſhew'd ſuch tender Compaſſion, on that Holy 
Thurſday when the Children were taken up, that 
he ſaid to his Father, What fault is it of theirs, if 
their Father has made his eſcape. May he take Pity 
on his Kingdoms; may he take Pity on himſeit at 
his firſt Acceſſion to the Throne. This I lay, be- 
cauſe no Wind ſhut up in the Bowels of the Earth - 
can produce ſuch violent Effects ia Earthquakes, 
as will the Sighs and Groans of oppreſb'd Wretches 
at the Beginning of Reigns, thoꝰ they ſeem never ſo 
well ſettled, eſpecially when they are the Cries of 
Widows and Orphans : Much more of a Widow 
that has a Husband, as that Woman has; and of 
Orphans that have Parents, like thoſe Children. 
The boldeſt and moſt daring Prince ought to dread 
the Hand of God in ſuch Caſes. David was the 
belt King that ever did or will Reign; a Man

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verfelt ! in all Points; God's own Ferst: His

I know for certain, That Micer 
Baptiſta, another of the Judges, hearing him, 
ſaid, Hom ſo? No ſuch Matter mas reſolv'd, bat 
only that the Manifeſt ation ſhould be ſulpended, and 
he has exet all our Fhroats. He apprehended... the 
Reward due to ſuch a Wrong, when the Court 
of the Seventeen ſhould fit ; which is the Tri- 
bunal for calling to Account the Lieutenants, 
s I ſhall preſently declare. And he had good 
Reaſon to fear, becauſe the Penalty Was ac- 
cording to Lex Talionis, and the more for the late 
judgment given againſt Micer Torralva, on Ac- 


count of the unjuſt Judgment by him given a- 
gainſt Antony Perez. Theſe coming all roge- 


ther, the Judges made Uſe of all the Arts of Vi- 
olence, and by that Means prevail'd, ſo that the 
Thirteen Lawyers declat'd, That what had 
deen done was no Breach of Privilege. For now 
that Great and Ancient Charter and Immunity

Life ja his Hands, and would deliver him to the 


Inquiſition, if he accus'd him, but if he did not he 


would give him thoſe Hands he deſir'd to ſave 
himſelf, | The Marquis de Almenara, on the o- 


ther Hand us'd all manner of terrifying Ex- 


preſſions, and ſeeing this wrought no Effect on 
him, try'd all manner of Proffers of obtaining 
his Liberty and bring ing him off of all. Thus 
had Violence prevaii'd, to the great Diſhonour 
of the King, and in Contempt of Juſtice, pro- 


voking God to take upon him the Protection of 


the oppreſs'd. FIN 
Having promis'd above to give an Account 


of the Court of the Seventeen, I will inſert. it 


here, as the proper Place for it. This Court 
Repreſents the whole Kingdom, and is the Su- 
preme upon Earth, for there lyes no Appeal 
from it to the King, nor to any other. It was 


inſtituted among che firſt Rights ot that King- 
dom, when it ſettled it's Laws and the Condi: 
tions of it's Government, upon which they chaſe 
a King. The Judges are drawn by Lot from 


among thoſe that are enroll'd and capacitated 


by the Four Eſtates of the Kingdom, by the 


Hand of a Child accidentally call'd at the very 
Time of drawing. And it is to be obſerv'd, 
that this Court does not draw up the Proteſs a- 
ga inſt the Offender, for that is done by another 
Court, call'd of Inquiſitors, drawn alſo by Lot 
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out of the Four Eſtates of Aragon, who form ic 
for the Seventeen to Paſs Judgment, and theſe 
were inſtituted in Favour of the Subjects that 
have any Cauſe of Complaint, and are wrong'd 


by the Licutenants, of their Inferior Officers. I 


have taken Notice hereof,” becauſe none but they 
can Impeach the Lieutenants, and the King 
_ himſelf cannot, tho* he finds himſelf rake, 
by them. S0 directly was this pointed to op- 
pole the Prince's exorbitant Power. But there 
was more done in this Caſe, and the worſt Part 
of it, and what it is likely made up the Sum of 
this Iniquity in the Sight of God, that he might 
permit what afterwards hapned. It was, That 
it appear 'd, and Proof was made of a Combina- 
tion carry'd on by Criminals pick d out of Dun- 
geons in the Priſon, to make out the Calumny 
rais'd againſt Antom Perez, that in Caſe he 
came off by due Courſe of Law, he intended to 
55 away into Berne, or Holland, there to be at 
is Liberty, and ſuch Witneſſes as theſe, taken 
out of ſuch an infamous Place, were made uſe of 
as Evidence againſt him in the Inquiſition, to re- 
move him thither. This is Matter of Fact, for 
the Kingdom made Authentick and Legal Proof 
of it, and ſent it to his Catholick Majeſty and 
to the Cardinal of Toledo, as Inquiſitor General, 
and the Generality of the People had the True 
and Natural Demonſtration of it, ſeeing the Offi- 
cers of the Inquiſition reſort to the Priſon, to take 
the De poſit ions of ſuch Witneſſes. They were 
ſuch, that they would not truſt to Irons to carty 
them io be examin'd in, the Inquiſition; tho 
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one of them they did convey Ander, loaded 


with Chains and Bolts, he being in Priſon for 


Theft and Murder; beſides that he was, as they 


call him in Spain, the Father of the lewd Wo- 
men, and with him one of thoſe Judges 1 ſpeak 


of entertain'd a particular Familiarity, Conſi- 
der What the reſt of the Witneſſes were. 


The Multitude and all other Perſons weightd' be 


the Juſtice of Aatony Perez's Cauſe, the Force of 
Precedents, of Concordats, of their Immunities, 
ard of „ Reaſons. They obſerv'd the 
Arbitrarineſs and Illegality of ith Proceedings, 
and how notorious and manifeſt it was, that 
after Twelve Years and a Halt's Impriſonmenr 


in ſeveral Places, Eleven of them in Caſtile, where 


there was nothing to © oppoſe againſt Violence 
and Abſolute Will, and a Year and a Half ſpent 
in Tryals before the Courts of Aragon, yet they 
never came to a definitive Judgment againſt that 


Man, or to give Sentence in his Cauſe, but ever 


ſhifred it by unuſual and ſcandalous Methods, 
well-known to all Men, They plainly perceiv'd 


that as ſoon as he by his Teſtimonials and Vou- 


chers, clear'd himlelt ot one Indi ment or Infor- 
mation, there was ſtill another and another 
7 wrt up, and ſent from Caſtile, where they were 
cept in Readineſs for the Purpoſe. All Perſons 
were ſcandaliz'd at the long Impriſlonment of 
his Wife and Innocent Children under Age to be 
acceſſory to any Crime, even to punilhing of 
the Turn-keys for ſuffering the Children to go 
our from berwixt the four Walls, where they 
were confin'd,* co take a little Air. They ſtood 
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gonian Religious Men, Perſons of Great Honour 
in their Orders, who were ſeiz'd by Lay. Offi. 
cers, inſuch Rude and Shameful a Manner, that 
they were ſtripp'd ſtark naked, upon the High- 
way to ſearch whether they had any Letters or 
other Papers from Antozy Perez, and put into 
Irons by and in the Houſes of the Catchpoles 
and Serjeants to Lay Judges, and rigidly con- 
demm'd for going about that Man's Affairs. All 
theſe Conſiderations, with many more and 
greater Wrongs, which might eaſily be men- 
tion'd in Particular; and being well known and 
mention'd in Remonſtrances and Proceſſes, as 
above has been Declar*d, made the Multitude 
and all*others conclude for. certain that theſe 
Proceedings were notoriouſly Unjuſt, and that 
the Thing aim'd at was the Ruin of that Man, 
and the Subverſion of the Liberties of Aragon. 
Hence all in general came to this neceſſary Con- 
cluſion, that either Antony Perez had Right in his 
Manifeſtation and other Claims, or he had not. If 
he had not, that he ſhould be try'd and then de- 
liver'd, ſince he was there in ſale Cuſtody, and 
might be ſo a Month or Two, for leſs Time 
would ſerve to put an End to his Cauſe, as he 
had been already Twelve Years and a Half; but 
that if he had Juſtice on his Side, he ſhould be 
allow'd the Benefit of it. When once the Mind 
s poſſeſo'd by theſe concluding Reaſons, there is 
no convineing, or moving ot it. What would 
it ha ve been, had they ſeen a Letter, and more 
than one from the Catholick King, to Don Jo 
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de Gurrea, Governour of Aragon, I had it in my 
Hands, and ſtill have a Copy of it, wherein the 
King Writes to him, that all Poffible Means 
ſhould be us'd to have Antony Perez con demn'd 
to Ferpetual Impriſonment, or at leaſt for ſome 
Years; and that if this could not be, they would 
from Time to Time ſend him freſh Informations 
to continue him in Priſon; and that in the mean 
while, he ſhould Endeavour to know of the 
Judges what Sentence could be given againſt 
Antony Perez, But, to ſhew how diſmal a 
Thing it is for a King to have Evil Miniſters 
abouthim, I will add the reſt, which is, That 
the Letter being Wfit by another Hand, his 
Majeſty with his own interlin'd theſe Words. 
That, if as much as was there mention'd could not be 
compaſsa, jet at leaſt Care ſhould be taken that he 
might not get out of the Kingdom of Aragon, for 
that was the principal End aim'd at. I have the 
Copy and no indifferent one, but atteſted and 
ſign'd by the Protonotary of Aragon, who ſent 
it for a Duplicate; and I do promiſe to make it 
Publick, with others of the like Nature, which 
have not now at Hand. Such an Expence in 
Expreſſes, fo much Lols of Time, and ſuch Io- 
paging a Multitude of Miniſters and a whole 
Kingdom, upon ſuch an Account was never 
ſeen before. Hence, tho? there were no other 
Reaſon for it, we may conclude, That 
all this Intrigue and Perſecution is not the Con- 
ſequence or Effect ofa criminal legal Proſecut- 
ing of a Man for his Offences; for Kings, unleſs 


they alter their Employ, do not intermeddle in 
thoſe 
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thole Proceedings, eſpecially after having had 


him in their Hands ſo many Years, without 


being able, or finding the Way to bring him to 
his End]; but all this proceeded from Injuries and 
Wirongs done to the Subject on Account of ſome 
great ſecret Truſt and ſignal Service and Merit. 
Ic was well ſaid of'a certain Perlon, That it was 


more dangerous for 4 Subject in that Condition 


to receive the Wrong from his Prince, than for 


him to offer it to his Sovereign. Fu ſome- 
times in my poor Capacity, ſtudy d to find out 


a Reaſon for this, and can meet with but one, 


which is, That the Prince pardoning the Sub. 
ject that has offended becomes the Creditor and 


ſecures the other to bim by that Effect of his 


Mercy; but never thinks himſelf ſafe in the 
Subject he has offended, becauſe he looks upon 
himſclf as Debtor, being always out of Counte- 


nance for his Injuſtice towards him. Antom 
Peres knows what I mean, and that no more 


can be ſaid of it at Preſent, but he will another 
Day, for he is gathering Materials to write 
that Prince's Lite, and there all ſhall be ex- 


plain'd at large which is here ſuppreſs'd, re. 
lating to the Subject J here ſpeak of, which will 


be a Conſiderable Part of that Hiſtory. _ 

To return to my Relation. All the aforeſaid 
Methods being us'd, they inſiſted fo earneſtly 
upon executing their important Deſign, that 
they bronght it to bear agaisil the 2oth of Au- 
geft enſuing, and to that Purpoſe was held the 


great Aſſcmbly of Courts, a Duke, Earl 


Lords and Gentlemen, never to be Parallell'd, 2s 
are 


r 

ire all the other Particulars of this Affair. The 
Courts of the Kingdom and City met at the 
Viceroy's Houſe, repreſenting the Kingdom, 
which ſcandaliz'd all Men, becauſe it was con- 
trary to a Privilege. Things were carry'd on 
with much Noiſe, and great Preparations made 
of regular Troops, Weapons, Warlike Inſtru- 
ments and Fire Arms, for no Element, or Inſtru- 
ment eſcapꝰd, but what was apply'd and forc'd 
to Serve to the Execution of their Deſigns. All 
the City of Zyragozas roſe in Arms, Nothing 
was free from Confuſion. The Streets were 
cover'd with Soldiers, Drums and Colours. 
All this then vaniſh'd like Smoak, and no Body 
knew how, nor whom to attribute it to, bur 
to the Almighty Hand of God, the Lord of 
Hoſts, again{t whom no Wiſdom, Counſel or 
Power is of any Force. But human Obſtinacy, 
which will not fo eaſily ſubmit, could not be 
wrought upon to deſiſt. The Miniſters en- 
gag'd in the Practice were poſitive to have it 
txecuted; the Lords and Noblemen, who had 
promis'd and brought Men and Aſſiſtance for 
that Delivery, preſs'd it might be perform'd, 
and they would be aiding with Fo ces again, and 
aſſiſt the mſelves in Ferfon, which agrees very 
well with what hapned aſterwards. The Earl 
of Saftago, one of that Cabal, hearing it object- 
ed, That what they were again going about was 
contrary to a knowa Privilege, iaid, Let as 
once deliver Antony Perez, and we will afterwards 
ſee to ſet our L berties right gain. The Courts 
and Couaoils faid they would be no Hinderance.

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At length, being all agreed, from the Viceroy

- "xo the meaneſt Officer, Lords, Noblemep, and 


Gentlemen, excepting. ſome few, they concert. 
ed to deliver the Priſoner on the 24th of Septem- 
ber. It was very well worth Obſerving, That, tho 
this Reſolution was in Effect the Tryal and Con- 
demnation of a Man and his whole Family, of 
a Supreme Court, and of one of the greateſt, or 
the greateſt of all the Liberties of Aragon, yet 

ers, without putting it to the Vote, 
prepar'd and diſpos'd all Things for the Execu- 
tion, being ſure of the Sentence, as having re- 
ceiv d Earneſt for the Sale. And if any thing can 
be ſtill more remarkable, it is, That ſuch a Re. 
ſolution ſhould be put in Execution, before it 
was pronounc'd or notify'd, without giving the 
Patient an Hour's Warning, that he might plead 
his Cauſe, and that for Four Months paſt not 


one Day had been allow'd to hear him, or his 


Plea, but all ſpent in contriving the Execution. 
At length on the 24th before break of Day the 
Governour aſſembled all the Trogps provided 
by the Kingdom, I mean by the Deputies, for 
as I have already obſerv*d, ſome of them went 
about the City that were already corrupted, and 
theſe are they who for their Private Ends, 
or their Private Quarrels, or Deſire of 
Revenge, have brought that Kingdom to 
utter Ruin, to their own Loss, and not with- 
out their Repentance, which I pray to God may 
not come too late, ſince Time and Experience 
has taught many Lords, Noblemen and Gen- 


tlemen, whar they ought to have done. The 


Forces 
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Fortes amounted to above #660 Men: The: 
Governour diſpos'd them orderly In the Mar- 
ket Place, before the Priſon of the Man ft ft. 
tion were above 806, with ſome of the Horſe 
under his Command. The Reſt in other Places, 
The Streets were mann'd, and barricaded with” 
Carts. He went the Rounds all the Night 
with Torches and much Noiſe, and as ſoon as 
it was Day; he appear'd in a wathke Poſturey 
arm'd dt all Points. He rode all about the 
Streets threatning every Body, and firing here 
and there to terrify the People. The Gover- 
nour order d à young Child; Nephew to one 
of the Aldermen to be Shot, becauſe he ſhout» 
ed among others, the Ball went through his 
Head, and he dropt down dead. He himſelf - 
wounded ſome others. All this was done in 
the Morning, before the Occaſion was pub- 
liſh'd, which was a great Affliction to the Peo- 
ple; and incens d them to a high Degree; ſeeing; 
this Violence took place of Juſtice; When the 
Council was met, the Officers of the - Inquiſis 
tion tepait'd to it with their Orders now a ſe- 
cond time, contriv'd by the Advice of the thir- 
teen Lawyers and the Judges themſelves. They 
denahded the Bodies of Antony Perez, and of 
John Francis Mayorini, a Genoeſe, who had been 
aſſiſting to Antony Perea on the Road from (- 
file to Aragon; for the firſt Orders having no- 
thing to ground them on, and Paſſion having 
blinded the Contrivers, had not been fo tor- 
mally drawn up. Remonitrances were 
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at the ſame Moment,on behalf of the 


Pri ſonefs, 


and in the Name of ſome Gentlemen, againſt 


the Execution, before that very Council, and 


that of the Kingdom. The Matter being be- 
fore concerted and reſolv'd on, without any 
thing to obſtruct it, it was- order d they ſhould 


be deliver d. The following Perſons, who all 


were ſure before-hand; and knew what would 


be decreed, which is very ſtrange, fet forwards 


immediatly towards the Priſon, to put it in 


Execution, they were the Biſhop of Terve! 


Vice-roy, a Lieutenant, a Deputy, two Al- 


dermen, with their Maces, and other Officers, 


the Duke of Villahermoſa, the Earls of Aranda, 
Mor ata, Saſtago, almoſt all the Lords and Gent- 


lemen, except only ſome few , and with them 


| the Officers of the Inquiſition, its Secretary, Al. 
gaazil, and in ſhort all the Reft. All theſe in 


the greateſt Order, according to their Prece- 
dency by the Ceremonial, that it might ſtrike 
an Awe into the People, and ftrengthen the 
Execution. The Deputies, Lieutenants, and 
the new-Juſtice, for his Father dy*d- two Days 
before, ſtay'd in their own Courts: It was re- 
ported that the Juſtice dy'd of a Conceit that 


the Priſoner had ſummon'd him before the 


Tribunal of God, for the Wrongs done him 
whilſt his Cauſe was depending, and at laſt 


for confining him cloſer in Priſon. It is very 


well worth obſerving, as to this Particular, 
that when the Juſtice went out of the Pri- 
fon, after leaving Antom Perez ſo cloſely 
py * g Con- 
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confin'd, the Multitude, and even the Retailets 
and Apple - women in the Market, began vo 
curſe him in open Cry, to the great Amaze- 
ment of all thoſe that heard them. Thus 
what I faid of his dying of Conceit, may 
be very well eredited ; for he was carry*d 
directly from the Priſon to his Bed, out of 
which he never roſe, but ended his Days in 
that melancholy Fit, believing he was ſum- 
mon'd, Let none, even the Great ones of the 
Earth, contemn the Curſes of the Multitude, 
for they are dreadful, and of fearful Conſe- 
quence; for the Cries of the People of Iſrael 
brought God down from Heaven, and what 
the Effect of them was is well known. Cries 
and Complaints are the greateſt of Curſes, 
becauſe they leave the Vengeance to God, 
Hence I believe the Voice of the People was 
calPd the Voice of God, becauſe where they 
end, that is, their Cries and Complaints ro 
God, as the laſt Remedy, there he begins to 
work his Wonders and Prodigtess + 
The Cauſe, or Pretence the old Juſtice had 
for confining Antom Perez cloſer, was a made 
Story, that he was filing an Iron Bar to break 
Prifon ; which was moſt certainly a meer In- 
vention and Slander, for immediately Witneſſes 
appear'd, and it was prov'd in Form before 
the Kingdom, that another had done it. There 
was a wonderful ſtruggle bet wixt the Truth and 
Malice and Invention, in all theſe Affairs, and 


they ſeem to have vy'd to out- do one another. 
| P 2 This 
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This Forgery was ſo plain, that one of the 
Judges ſaid, they knew not how to lay the 
Charge of that Falſhood, or how to bring it in- 
to Court. It was certainly contriv'd the bet. 
ter to colour the delivering up of Antony Pe- 
rea, and to oblige him, being deſtitute of all o- 
ther Remedy or Redreſs by Law, to deliver him- 
{elf up in Deſpair, to the Mercy and Jultice of 
Oppreſſion; as alſo to try whether removing 
of him out of the Peoples Sight, could leſſen 
the Love and Eſteem they had for him. This 
Affection was ſo great that all ſorts of Perſons 
made it their Buſineſs to ſee him, and to pro- 
vide him with all Neceſſaries. I will not o- 
mit telling a Story in this Place, which tho? 
inconſiderable, deſerves to be related, becauſe 
I obſerve that in Hiſtory ſuch Things are re- 
garded, to judge by them of greater. Ihe Story 
is, that an Apple woman who ſold her poor 
Ware under the Windows of the Priſon, where 
Antony Perez was, and who had more Rags on 
her Coat than Knap, and more Children than 
Rags, perceiving how the People flock'd to ſup- 
ply Antony Peres out of Charity, took up- 
on her to furniſh him daily with ſome of her 
Fruit; and one day taking Notice that People 
reſorted to him with more Diligence than uſual, 
for their Care and Sollicitude for him redoubled 
as did the Malice of his Enemies, ſhe brought 
alittle Plate of Fruit, and under it ten Royals, 
(about 35. 44.) and gave it very demurely to 
Antom Perez with her own Hand, without his 

knowing 
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knowing that he receiv?d any thing but the 
Fruit. Thefe ten Royals from ſuch a Perſo 


had there been nothing elſe, might have ſtru 


a Terror in his Perſecutors, by convincing them 


that they who ftrive againſt ſuch Actions con- 
tend with Heaven, which they ſeem not to 


fear, who do not apprehend ſuch Oppoſers. From 
this general Affection, they concluded that Aw- 
thony Perez was a Wizard and Enchanter, and 


gain'd the Love of the People that way; as if 


that, eſpecially when ſo univerſal, were to be 
acquir'd by ſuch baſe means, or even by per- 
ſonal Merit, and were not rather a peculiar 


Gift from above. Such Induſtry was us'd to 


put him out of Favour with the World, that 


a famous Religious Man and Preacher, usd his 
Endeavours to perſwade ſome Ladies, who re- 


liev'd Antony Perez with his daily Bread, to 
deſiſt from ſo doing; for it is well known, tho? 
it is ſcandalous, that he liv'd in Aragon, and 
defray*d the Coſt of his Suit upon Charity, be- 


cauſe they had ſe d not only bis own Eſtate 


and Revenues, but even the Church-Living of 
his Son Don Gonzalo Perez, then but a Child, 
who has been a Priſoner ever ſince he was three 
Years of Age, tho' ſo uncapable of Guilt, and 
both his Perſon and Revenue were exempt from 
the Temporal Juriſdiction, as being Ecclefiaſti- 
cal. Bur Malice breaks through all, and human 


Boldneſs ſtops at nothing. I muſt add, that 
the aforeſaid religious Man being reprov'd for 


what has been mention'd, and for ſome other Ex- 
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2 he deliver d in the Pulpit, not to 
give them a worſe Name, yet ſuch as were ly- 
Able to the judgment of the Inquiſition, he 
anſtwerid, that he was commanded ſo to do. 
Obſerve what a Command and what Obedience. 
Nor will I forhear making it known, - ſince it 
$0 ithe:Purpoſe in this Relation, that the Mar- 
guide Aimenans at the time of his Death, left 
orderxwithagraveReligious Man, who a ſſiſted 
and confeſs'd him, that Satisfaction ſhould be 
made in all that related to Authony Perez ; yet 
this was prevented and obſtructed by another 
Cliurchman, whom ſuch an Action did not at 
all bevome. Sure his Soul and Conſcience were 
able .to:bear greater Burdens than belong'd to 
his Office and Profefiion. I will not diſcover 
his Name cut of reſpect to his Eccleſiaſtical 
PDigaity, which cannot but give a Check to thoſe 
_ wilo.averraigd to it, when they lay Stains upon 

its Honour; and yet the Religious Man I ſpeak 
of told the whole matter and the Perſons ED 
10 ſome Perſons of Quality in Zgragoza, per- 
haps deſignedly to diſcharge his own Conſcience, 
dur, cho Fear may ſubdue the Will and Command 
Silence, it cannot convince the Judgment, and 
Bnderſtanding. Time and its Effects will make 
&nown the Name I ſuppreſs, as well as thoſe of

I come again to the Enterprize of the Deli- 
very, Micer Claveria, one of the Lieutenants, 
Turlan a Deputy, Metelin an Alderman, came 
into the Priſon of the Manifeſtation, with their 
Notaries and to give the more Colour 
to this Action and authorize it; and with them 
came the Officers of the Inquiſition, and ſome 
Gentlemen and Soldiers well-arm'd. Having 
ſhut the Priſon Gates, they ſtay'd a while in 
the Hall to contrive the manner of the Delivery. 
Antony Perez, was ſent for by the Alcalde, who 
had manag'd the Contrivance of the falſe Wit- 
neſſes. I ſpeak ſo, becauſe there are Proceſſes 
againſt him and other greater Men full of ſuch 
matter. Antony Perez came down, and the 
Ceremony of delivering him was perform d, all 
the Company ftanding. . No body ſpoke there 
but the Lieutenant to this Effect, That the Ja- 
quiſitors demanded thoſe Perſons on Accoumt of Mat- 
ters relating to Faith, and that there they deliver'd 
them, ſuſpending the Manifeſt«tiov, The Priſoner 
in a few Words anſwer'd, That, what then became 
of his Right of Manifeſtation and Privilege, and 
his due to be heard before he was judg*d, and the 
Laws of God and Nature? They reply'd, There 
was nd more to be done, for all poſſible Objeitions, 
and all legal Demurs had been already made in his 
and the Names of others. This was indeed 
a likely Matter, if we r the Space of 
4 an 
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an Hour was a fufficient Time for an Affair of 
that Conſequence. Next they order'd John 
Francis Mayorint to come down, and the ſame 
Ceremony was perform'd with him. Both the 
Prifoners were fetter d, and the Officers be. 
gan to Arm themſelves; one took a Head-· piece 
and; Buckler, another a Musket, and others 
ot lier Weapons us d in ſeizing of Priſoners, 

the reſt of the Company came ready armid, 
This was a dreadiul Sight, and certainly, fo 
much Confuſion, and ſuch Precaution, was ne- 
very neceſſary for the Execution of a thing 
that, was Juſt, They order'd the Coach to 
come cloſe to the Priſon to receive Antony Perez, 
and another to be brought for John Francis Mayo- 
rini. It is here to be obſerv'd, that the Vice. 
roy, the firſt Alderman, the Duke, Earls and o- 
ther Gentlemen attending, ſtay'd without in 
ſome Houſes near the Priſon, waiting for the 
Priſoners to be brought out, and all of them in 
bright Armour. Things were in this Poſture 
when the Peaple began to riſe, but not without 
a Head, which was Don Martin dela Nuge ; for 
he Was the anely Man, who ſeeing his Country 
in that Condition, I mean, going to utter Ruin, 
bis Friend in the laſt Diſtreſs, and all Perſons 
overcome by Fear and Awe ; he I ſay, with 
only a Sword and Buckler, began the Work of 
this Day, accompany d by a Friend ſince exe- 
cuted, He headed that diſorder'd Body, he 
put Eife into the Multitude, to offer them- 
ſelves a Sacrifice in Defence ot their Country, 
8 | Or 
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for their Friend, for Juſtice and their Liberties; 
they ſet up the Cry of Liberty. A number of 
the People attack'd the Juſtices Troops that 
were in the Market- place. Don Martin ſeeing 
the Town People engag d, and Liberty con- 
tending againſt Oppreſſion, withdrew, not to 
deſiſt from what he had began, but to ſend in 
freſh Supplies, and Encourage others to come 
abroad and finiſh the Work. The Multitude 
ated vigorouſly; but conſidering, that be- 
ſides the good of their Country, they had un- 
dertaken the Defence of Antony Perez, that 
there might be ſome Body to look to his Affairs, 
they ſought out Giles de Meſa, who was ab. 
ſconded to avoid the Perſecution of the Catho. 
lick King, and becauſe ſome ſought to ſecure 
him, to deprive Antony Perez of all the means 
of making his Defence. He came out and a- 
ſiſted, with 14 Foot- men and ſome Muskets. 
He repair'd to the Market place, where the 
Horſe were, and the greateſt number of Forces, 
with the Governour, who had Charge of all the 
warlike Affairs, relating to the Enterprize in 
hand. Still more and more People flock'd to- 
ether, being encourag'd by the Supplies they 
come to them. The Fight continu'd fome 
time, all the adverſe Party firing from behind 
the Poſts in the Market and the Corners of 
Streets; but at length the Governors Troops 
were put to Flight, with thoſe of the Lords and 
Gentry ; and Liberty prevail'd in all Parts. The 
Peoples Affection to Giles de Meſa, and therr 
.- \ Sn Obedience 
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Obedience to him, together with his good Ma- 
nagement of it, were the Cauſe that no more 
Miſchief was done in that Commotion. It is 
worth obſerving, that there was a regular Body 
of above 200 Boys, beſides the Swarms of them 
that ran about in all Parts, with ſuch Weapons 
as fitted their Age,and all of them as unanimous 
and orderly for the Defence of their. Liberty, 
as the Men. A Mad-man, breaking out of the 
Hoſpital in his Fury, play'd his part, throwing 
Stones and was very much dreaded. So that 
this Action was ſupported even by Children 
and Madmen. In ſhort, no Sex, Condition, 
or Age, Whether Mad or Sober was exempt 
from having a ſhare in that Day. Among o- 
ther particulars which bappen'd that Day; one 
Was, that they kill'd the four Mules of the 
Coach the Priſoner was to be cary'd off in. 
They were four; perhaps, becauſe they appre- 
hended the Weight, for an Innocent Perſon is 
very panderous to him that perſecutes him; as 
alſo/hecauſe it was ſaid, that if they could com- 
paſs their end in carying off the Prize, it was 
directly to take the way towards Naverre, and 
thence into Caſtile. Somebody hoping to Op- 
poſe the killing of the Mules, and askin 

herein they were Faulty? the People anſwer q, 
By Heavens they ſhould die, fince they came to 
alfi in taking away of their Liberties. 
The Governour receiv'd two Mus 


ket. ſhots, 


but without Hurt, he might thank his Armour 
ed his 
Days, 


which was Proof, or there he had end 
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Days. He fled immediately, and got into a Houſe 
over-againſt the Priſon, and next to that of Sara- 
in de la Cueva, He who had ſtood before the 


' Priſon of the Manifeſtation to guard Antony Pe- 


rez with regular Forces of the King's, contra 


to the general and particular Liberties and P 


vileges of the Kingdom of Aragon and of that 

Priſon. He, whoſe Goods were all that were in 
that Houſe, whoſe Cloaths and every Rag he had 
there and the very Houſe itſelf, for haves given 


him Shelter, was on the 24th of May, after Anto- 


ay Perez, had been reſtor'd to the Priſon of the 
Manifeſt ation, ſer upon by the Multitude, torn 
to 1 and deſtroy*d, ſo that not a Door, nor 
a-Shutter , nor a Cheſt, nor any other Thin 


whatſoever they could find in it was left, but 


what they threw out at the Windows, with u- 
nanimous Shouts of Aſſent, and with ſuch Fury 
and Revenge, that they threw away even the 
Money the! found in the Cloaths, as if thoſe 
Garments had been infected with the Plague; 
for ſuch they ſaid it was, ſince it belong d to 
one that had ſerv'd againſt their Liberties, as 
has been mention'd more particularly in the Re- 
lation of what hapnced on the 247% of May. The 
Governour got into this Houſe I ſpeak of, and 
hid himſelf in a Stable behind ſome Swine, which 
ſav'd him, becauſe in their Search they did not 
ſee him among them. Becauſe that Houſe had 


ſerv'd for a Retreat to the Governor and o- 


thers of the greateft Perſons, and becauſe they 
fir'd from thence, and kill'd three or four ot the 
18 ae People 
ple, 
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People, they laid hold of all, the Goods and of 
the Coach, whoſe four Mules they had before 
*Kill'd, and with it all ſet Fire to the Houſe. The 
Lords and others, who had fled into it and 
other Neighbouring Houſes, being diſtreſs'd by 
the Smoke and Fire,-and much more by the 
Fury of the People ſlipt away all of them fe. 
veral Ways, the beſt they could. Some broke 
down Paper Walls with their own Hands, and 
purchas'd Aſſiſtance with Money to get away; 
others fled over the Tops of Houſes, and ſome 
up the Chimneys.. The Earl of Morata put 
himſelf into the Hands of a Footman belonging 
to Don James de Eredia, and begg'd he would 
carry him off ſafe, and as he went cry'd, Let 
Liberty live; lifting up his Arm, that he von' d to 
God, Antony Perez was not guilty , and that he 
would be 4 good Aragonian for the Time to come. 
Thus he recanted, like a Child chat is whipp'd, 
and being conducted to his own Houſe in this 
Manner, he open'd an Eſcritoir and diftribu- 
ted ſome Money among thoſe that brought him 
off, with abundance of humble Thanks. A cer- 
tain Gentleman who was 17 gay, and in Ar- 
mour with two curious gilt Piſtols, was buffet- 
ted and hunch'd about by one of the Mobb, 
who diſarm'd and ſtripp'd him, taking awa 

his Rings he had adorn'd himſelf with, and fo 
ſent him away. Another private Perſon ran 
out of the aforeſaid Houſe, in that Confuſion 
of Fire and Smoke, into the Market with 
a pair of Beads and a Cipls in his _— 
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begg'd his Life of Giles de Meſa. He lifted 
up his Hand and recommended him to thoſe 
that were next about him, to be ſavd, which 
was lucky enough; for there was not one of 
thoſe who were not known to have their Swords. 
in their Hands, in Defence of Liberty, but who 
from'the Higheſt to the Loweſt, to ſave them - 
ſelves, ery'd, Let Liberty live. Yet there was a 
Difference betwixt this Day and the 24h of 
May, for then all cry*d ſo with Sincerity as the 
People did; nay even a Lord, whom I will not 
now. name, ſent then to encourage the Cry of 
Liberty, and among the Reſt particularly to Gi- 
les de Meſa. It is likely, he was not then 
over-aw'd, for no Aſthma choaks up and alters 
the Voice, more than that depraves the Sinceri- 
ty of Judgment. But now on this 24#h of Sep- 
tember, they cry'd for Fear, and it did not avail 
ſome of them; for as ſoon as the People diſco- 
ver'd they were of the adverſe Party, they fell 
upon them without Reſpect of Perſons. Thus, 
among others, they kill'd John Lewis Morenq, one 
of the Deputies of the laſt Year, whom I men- 
tion'd at the Beginning. They tell of him, and 
it is well known, that when he was dying he 
ſaid, I dye juſtiy; for ſuch things as ] have done 
gainſt Antony Perez, could not be contriv'd any 
where but in Hell, This is moſt certain, and 
that a juſt Judgment of God, the dreadful 
Hour, and true Diſcoverer of Truth. One 
Peter Jerome de Bardaxi , a Citizen and chief 
Counſellor of the City, and Adviſer of this 
xecu- 


. 
Execution, was kill'd and it was he who was 
ſent to Court by the City, to acquaint the Ca- 


tholick King with what had hapned on the 24th 


of May. This Man ended his Days now, and 
was found in his Shirt in a Stable. Tis likely, 
he at that laſt Hour remembred how much he 
was in debt on the Account of Antony Perez, 
'Thiis fame Man, inthe ordering of this Deliver- 
ing up of Antony Perez, talk'd very boldly and 
ſcandalouſly of him, which is now become a- 
mong ſome Men, not only a Ground for Hopes, 
but even an Earneſt of Merit to obtain Prefer- 
ment. 

One John de Palamas, a great Man, as to Sta- 
ture and Perſon, and à Kin to ſome of the 
Kings Officers, was alſo kill'd. I mention his 
Ferfon , becauſe tho? he was ſo extreamly fat 
and large, that the four Mules could ſcarce have 
mov'd him, he gave ſuch a Leap to fave his 
Life, and avoid the fatal Stroke, that a Buck 


would ſcarce have out-done him, I will not 


deſcend to many other Particulars, which were 
very numerous, nor to the very mean Actions 
of great Men, becauſe they are not fit to be 
known, even by thoſe that Were guilty of them. 
J only adviſe ſuch, as are not more ſure of 
their Courage, to avoid having to do on ſuch 
Days as them. I will give two Inſtances of 
the contrary Effects to thoſe I fuppreſs, and 
due to the Honour of the Country, which is 
of ſo high Value that they ſay, Ir is ſweet 
aud honoarable to dye for it. They tell us of 
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41 
an ancient Man, the Father of ſix or ſeven 
Sons, that he led them out to this Service, 

and ſaid, he thought it not enough to ex- 
poſe his own Perſon for the Maintaining 
of their Liberties, but would offer up his 
Sons a Sacrifice to them. Tis likely, he 
had heard of the Machabees, and had fome 
of their Zeal for his Country and Laws. A 
Woman, Mother to one of the Richeſt and 
moſt creditable Tradeſmen in ZAgragoazge, 
and who had moſt intereſt among the People, 
his Name Farell, and he a Man reſolute and 
forward in theſe Affairs, Marry*d and hav- 
ing 2 Young onely Son, dearly belov'd by his 
Parents, this Man's Mother, I ſay, calling him 
to her on Account of theſe Affairs, near the 
Hour when all broke out, ſaid to him, Go Son, 
and carry your Son my Grand. child before you ; 
and if it be requiſite, lay down both your Lives in 
the Quarel, and in Defence of your Country. A 
plain Demonſtration , that the Love of our 
Country is preferable to that of whatſoever elſe 
we hold Deareſt. Ir is reckned there were 30 
of Liberty's Enemies Killd, and 150 Wounded, 
ſome of whom dy'd daily, Things being now. 
int his Poſture, and Liberty prevailing ; all the 
Houſes and Windows about the Market and in 
other Streets, having been kept cloſe ſhut, as 
ifan Enemy had entred the City ; or, as if they 
dreaded ſome Storm and ſtrange Diſorder in the 
Elements, unleſs ic were to throw Stones and 
Tiles at the Adverſe Party, with great Shrieks 


of Women and Children; on a ſudden, all the 
Windows 
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Windows and Doors were ſet open, and the 


Houſes ſwarm'd with People of all Condi- 


tions, in as great Security, and with ſuch 


Shouts and other Tokens of Joy, as expreſs'd 
ſome great Feſtival, and a publick Victory, 
wherein every private Perſon had a Share. 
Then inſtead of throwing down of Stones and 
broken Bars, as they did before; 1 ſent out 
great Diſhes of Biskets and other Refreſhments 
and Bottles of Wine from all Parts to Giles de 
Meſa, and thoſe that had flood by their Coun- 
try, vying to exceed one another in Bounty. 
This proves a wonderful Unanimity, Agreement 
and Approbation of all Perſons ingeneral of what 
had been done, and the Judgment of Heaven 
and of Mortals in behalf of Antony Perez. 
To come now again to the Priſon, it is to be 
obſerv'd, that as ſoon as thoſe Officers within 
perceiv*d that Affairs went fo ill on their Side 
and Liberty prevaiPd in all Parts, they began 
to diſarm and every one ran from one Room 
to another, and from one Corner to another, 
croſſing and joſtling one another in the Con- 
fuſion, lightning themſelves of the Weight o 
their Armour, to make their Eſcape the beſt they 
could, becauſe they ſa the Multitude face to- 
wards the Priſon, crying out for Antony Perez, 
and demanding to ſee him. TheOfficers intreated 
him to look out, to ſatisfy and appeaſe the Peo- 
ple. He refus'd a while, ſor Fear of ſome Blow, but 
was fain to comply. He deſir'd they would firſt 
take of his Irons, which was done immediately 


by 


* 
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by Order of the Lieutenant. As ſoon as he 
ſhew'd himſelf, there was a wonderful Shout of 
Joy, which was repeated every Time he appear'd, 
for ſtill ſome. who had not ſeen him, call'd to 
him to look out, and this with ſuch extraordi- 
nary Geſtures and Tokens of Joy, that no Pen 
can expreſs it, nor is it poſſible ſufficiently to ac- 
knowledge ſo much Goodneſs, and ſuch Favour 
receiv'd both from Heaven and Earth. This I 
obſerve, becauſe Antony Perez can never ſhew 
ſufficient Gratitude for ſuch Kindneſs and Pro- 
tection. I have often concluded, that if Trou- 
bles and Wrongs are attended by ſuch general 
Favour and Affection, and if Perſecutions are 
follow'd by ſuch Protection and Judgments, a 
Man may well covet the ſuffering Part, to enjoy 
the dat ĩsfact ion of being ſo ſupported and defend- 
ed. At length, the Officers in the Priſon per- 

Neeiving that the People were not ſatisfy d that 

Antony Perez look d out ſeveral Times, but 

that they demanded him, and began to force the 

Gates of the Priſon, they ſlunk away one after 

another, over the Tops of Houſes, - and thro? 

broken Walls, leaving him to himſelf; and the 

Turn-keys and Keepers, by Order of Micer Cla- 

veria, the Lieutenant, and of the Officers of 

the Inquiſition, intreated him with Hands lifted 
up to Heaven, to go down, and put himſelf into 
the Hands of the Pcople, that all who were in 
the Priſon might not periſh. Antony Peres po- 
ſitively refus'd to comply, and requir'd they 
ſhould give him a ſolemn Certificate and Teſti- 
monial of their obliging him to it, but there 
| | | Was 


was no proper Officer, or Notary, or any other 
Perſon, great or ſmall, that knew what they did. 
The Superiors perceiving that all their Inferiors 
ſaid before them, did not prevail, they came them- 
ſelves bare- fac d, and beſeech'd him to deliver 
Himſelf, to ſave them all. Then the Jay lor 
open d him a Wicket, that he alone might go 
out, and the Multitude meet with none but him, 
and ſo their Fury might be quell'd by his Pre- 
ſence. And it is moſt certain, that the Safety of 
thoſe within, and not only theirs, but of all the 
others without, whether Officers, or Aſſiſtants 
to them, of what Quality ſoever, and the paci- 
tying all the City, depended only upon Antony 
erez's going down, and that without Delay, 
and his appearing before the People. For it 5 
certainly known, that had not this been done, 
they were reſolv'd to ſecure the Streets from End 
to End, like a general Hunting, and to deſtroy 
all Principals and Abettors, from the Higheſt to 
the Loweſt, that had any Hand in this Affair, 
which would have been an unparallell'd Slaugh- 
ter, and moſt dreadful Example. To deliver 
the whole Truth of the Fact, and to ſhew how 
wonderfully God changes Things, and what Al. 
terations he has made in the Concerns of Anto- 
ny Peres, particularly on this Day and the 24th 
of May, we muſt not omit to mention, that the 
People would have brought a Horſe for Anton 
Perez to ride, nay, they would have carry'd him 
on their Shoulders. 
At length, Antony Perez was oblig'd to go 


down, tho* not without Apprehenſion, not from 
the

. n 
the People, for the Mind is ſoon ſettled, where 
it has not Cauſe to fear, but of ſome Stroke from 
the Prince's Flatteres. As ſoon as the Multitude 
ſpy'd him, they laid hold of him, not a Man of- 
fering to goa Step farther into the Priſon, as ha- 
ving attain'd their End. Let thoſe that are in 
Power conſider, how ſmall a Matter may put a 
Stop to great Miſchiefs and Evils, fince ſo incon- 
ſiderable a Thing appeas'd ſuch a Tumult, and 
did fo much Good. They carry'd him from the 
Prifon with ſuch Shouts and Joy, as if every one 
of them had reſcu'd his whole Family; and the 
Throng was ſo great, every one ſtriving to be 
near his Perſon, that he could ſcarce breathe ; and 
it was no ſmall Trouble to him, for, befides the 
extraordinary Croud, he was very weak, and 
had roſe out of Bed when they came for him. 
He went bare-headed to ſhew the People ſome 
digns of Gratitude, but his Face and Head they 
cover'd with naked Swords and other Weapons, 
and all of them ſo cautious of hurting him, as 
they would have been of their own Eyes. Thus 
they led him thro the Market and ſome Streets, 
all Perſons bleſſing him, ſhouting, ſhedding Tears, 


© making Geſtures, and abſolutely clearing him. 


He may be ſaid to be clear'd, for the general 


Conſent is the true Touch-ſtone, becauſe one 


Perſon cannot impoſe upon all Men, nor all up- 
on one ; and becauſe, conſidering all the Cir- 


cumſtances of this, and the reſt of his Affairs, 


they cannot but have ſome Effe& on ſuch as fear 
God ; and if any one be a mete Atheiſt, yet in 
Compliance with Nature, he muſt own, that 

Q. 2 7 ſuch 
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ſuch an univerſal Agreement in all Men, muſt pro- 
ceed from ſome ſuperior Power. They put him 
into the Houſe of Don Fames de Eredia, where 
the People ſtill made him look out at the Win. 
dos every Moment, with the ſame repeated 
Acclamations of Joy. Never was a perfect Bag 
of Bones ſo much coveted to be ſeen. When he 
was there, the People ſet up a Cry, that John 
Francis Mayorint remain'd in the Priſon, that 
they muſt go for him. They mov'd that Way 
immediately, and enter'd the Goal, where they 
found neither Goaler, nor Turn-key, but broke 

open the Place where he was, took him out, and 
with him ſome other Priſoners ; perhaps it was 
to betoken the Authority that ſo unanimouſly 
led a whole Multitude. The Lord looſeth th: 
ba Sei Pfal. 146. v. 7. a 
Towards the Evening, the Clergy of the 
Church of St. Paul, came out with > bleſſed 
Sacrament, and ſo did the Fryers of both Mo- 
naſteries of St. Francis, with Croſſes and other 
Inſtruments of Devotion, crying out to God, 
Peace, Lord; Mercy, Lord God. And tho on 
all Days we ought to have Recourſe and call 
upon God, yet that more particularly was a ter. 
;rible and dreadful Day, for beſides all the Hur) 
. . burly and Commotion below, there was another 
above, that is, ſuch a Rain, and ſuch a large 
and furious Shower of Hail, as might ſtrike 2 
Terror into Men, fince it frighted the ver 
_ . Beaſts. I fay ſo, becauſe I was told by one, that 
a very good Horſe he was on that Day abroad! 
the Country, ſtood in ſuch a * 
; 1 that 
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that he could not make him move either back- 
wards or forwards. And yet 'we Men will go 
on, and contend with Heaven, and oblige it to 
give us greater Teſtimonies of its Diſpleaſure. 
God grant I prove a falſe Prophet. 
All Things being in this Poſture, and none to 
quench or allay that Heat, becauſe there was no 


oppoſing the Current, the People began to quell 


of themſelves, It is here to be obſerv'd, that in 
this great Fury and Commotion, no Perſon was 


in Danger, no Houſe, no Goods, no Monaſtery, 


no private Enemy, but only thoſe that were 
againſt their Liberty and Privileges. This was 


an extraordinary Demonſtration of the Loyalty 


and Juſtice of the Aragonian People; for I do 
not know what People we can ever read of, that 
has been ſo moderate and orderly, when come 
to ſuch a ee .. 47 

If this Relation has exceeded. its Bounds in 
ſome Particulars, it may be pardon'd, in regard 
that ſome Things cannot be related, without 
refle&ing on the wonderful Accidents that have 
befallen this Man. And as yet we know not 
whether they are at an End; or, as a grave re- 
ligious Man in Saragoſſa us d to ſay, with much 


Amazement, Can we tell what divine Providence 


aims at in permitting ſo much Injuſtice and Cruel- 


ty, ſo many Frauds, Combinations, Injuries, and 


Wrongs, and ſo much Scandal and Slaughter ! 
There have been unuſual, violent, ſhameful, and 
ſudden Deaths. Men have gone to Bed in Health, 
and been found dead 'in the Morning. Theſe 
are Preludes Heaven uſes to act before ſome hea- 
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vy Tudement, and permits them to denote whoſe 
ME hgh % for a Comfort: to thoſe that are 


wrong d, for a Warning to him that holds the 


Scepter, and is entruſted with Juſtice, and to 


juſtify its own Judgments, if Heaven ſtands in 


need of any Vindication, and the Earth does 
not prevent it. Time will clear all, and thoſe 


who will obſerve what ſhall follow hereafter,

After 
all this high Favour and perſonal Merits of his 
Anceſtors, after ſuch Teſtimonies given of his 
Loyalty, after ſuch unaccountable, ſuch various 
and tedious Impriſonments, and after ſo many 
Perſecutions begun, and none of them coniclutied, | 
perceiving that his Sincerity and Juſtice, being 
ſunk in ſuch Darkneſs, hy the Power of Envy, 
could not obtain one Hour of Light, or ſecure 
Defence, he came away into this Kingdom, the 
native Soil of his Parents and Anceſtors, te re- 
move himſelf from ſo much Malice, and at leaſt 
to ſave the Hull of this Veſſel of his Body, ana 
Honour, and to vindicate his own, and his Pre. 
deceſſors, and his Country Reputation. Let is 
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Seel not to judge, being not ab 
guity, leſt at any time. |

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lite fo prevalent, tdat inſtead of cooling, by 
ing rhe Occaſion of it, that is; Antony Perez, 


contriving to conſume him, and Pretences and 


Allegations to drag him to his Grave in a Priſon, 
which is a great Offence againſt Heaven and 
Earth, and to the Reputation of his Majefty's 


Juſtice and Piety. 


In fine, Antony Perez. beſeethes your Lord- 
ſhips, and charges your Confciences, in the Name 
of God, and of the World, and of his Majefty 


himſelf; ſo much he ſtill confides in his royal 
and religious Intention and Diſpoſit ion, that you

will have ſpecial Regard to his Juſtice, wit 
Chriſtian, and more than ordinary Conſideration, 
in reſpect to the Malice and Oppreſſion which ſe- 


veral Ways appears in his Cauſe is fo extraordi- 
nary ; and that you will lay before you all his 


Sufferivgs, mention'd for the Space of twelve 
Years ; ſo that there is no Part of him, of his 


Wife, Children, Honour, or Eſtate, but what 


has ſuſtain'd exceſlive and unparallell'd Damages. 
And above all, he puts you in Mind of the 
Words of the Holy Ghoſt, wherewith he con- 
cludes this Paper, Eccleſiaſticus, Chap. vii, ver. 6.
